It is worth remem- 
bering that there is more warmth in. two 
thicknesses of silk than in one of woollen 
material, because the layer of air.in between 
two garments keers in. the warmth of one’s 
body and keeps out the cold air of winter. 


The same principle applies to bed-clothes— 
two light blankets are warmer than- one 
heavy one, besides being more comfortable 
to people who cannot sleep under a weight. 
And if your eiderdown is elusive and slipping 
to the floor at the coldest hour of the night 
you can circumvent its wandering spirit 
by stitching a feneth of cretonne or casement 
cloth to the end and tucking this flap under 
the mattress.

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Victorian Bell Pulls. 
Game Back. 
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Victorian bell pulls of wool work or silk 
crewel embroidery or other forms of ““' fancy 
work ' of the period are becoming a popular 
form of wall decoration, and good specimens 
are being eagerly sought. 

These “ pulis” are quite different, of 
course. from the bell rope of heavy twisted 
cord, and they are chiefly hung flat against 
the wall as when serving their original pur 
pose. Only they do not connect with a bell, 
but are merely decorative. These old pulls 
usually measure from five feet upwards in 
length and are generally from two and ; 
half to four inches across. Some speciall\ 
desirable specimens are complete with the 
original brass ring at the lower end, which 
was used for setting the bell in motion. 

It is remarkable how well the embroidered 
bell pull, so definitely Victorian in everv 
characteristic, fits in with widely different 
types of rooms; it can be used in conjunction 
with pictures and pottery or as an individual 
wall decoration. A very modern room as 
regards the bulk of its furnishing, with 
softly green walls and ceiling, unpolished 
light wood furniture and mellow golden wall 
lights, has nothing on the end wall but a 
broad, long bell pull of wool work on can 
vas. It is a quaintly floral design of red 
roses “‘ backed ” with shades of brown, al! 
faded to dim loveliness since it was worked 
by a bride of 60 or 70 years ago. 

Another long and low room, furnished 
chiefly with old mahogany, has had a bel! 
pull. added to the pictures, china plates and 
corner cupboards on the walls. The “pull ” 
is of old gold satin '' crewel stitched ”’ right 
along the centre’ with a design which was 
very popular in our grandmothers’ days— 
a mixed trail of recurring poppies, corn 
flowers and corn heads in natural colours.

It is a pity that the hedges in some of 
the Dub suburts are not more tidily 
kept. Im meny districts the householders 
allow their shrubs to grow far out over 
the footpath—with disastrous results to 
the pedestrian’s hrt or umbrella. In the 
Channel Islands they havo an excellent 
method of combating this evil. Every 
vear each parish has a procession throuch 
the roads and laneways to measure the 
height of  out-jutting brenches or 
brambles. “The Brancage,” as it is 
called, is a very ancient custom, and is a 
very good way of making the people keen 
their hedges tidy and’ the roads well 
opened up, since fines are heavy for those 
whose bogndaries are not kept within the 
proscribed limits. : . 


Out of Rounds. 


The method of procedure is as follows: 
First comes a mounted policeman armed 
with a long pole to measure the height 
of branches jutting over the roadway 
(12ft. from the ground is usually 
allowed), then a carriage containing four 
of the chief police officers of the parish, 
followed by another mounted policeman. 
The four occupants of the carriage measure 
any untidy growth on the hedges, and 
when the whole parish has been patrolled 
they adjourn for lunch at some local hotel. 

There are often rather ludicrous inci- 
dents attendant upon the Brancage, as for 
instance one year, when an Englishman 
living in a small villa on the edge of the 
seashore, hung wire baskets, with 


geraniums and ferns planted in -them, 
on the paling of his garden, and was 
fined 12s. for not keeping his hedges with- 
in bounds. But even with such incidents 
as that, there are times when one wishes 
that such a custom was in use over here to 
keep the footpaths clearec. from straggling 


branches and briars.

Sea Wolves.

The crews 
of trawlers from the deep-sea fishing 
grounds tell of the great blue sharks that 
thresh and fight round the trawl net when 
it is being iifted aboard ; indeed, the loss 
to whalers from these wolves of the sea 
that tear end lash at the supine 
bodies of their victims-is very consider- 
able.

but the poor man was no more capable ol 
humour or wit than an oyster. His “ second 
thoughts '” were always best, and Maggie was 
responsible for them. John, however, be 
lieved that he would have greater “ inspira 
fion ” from Lady Sybil Tenterden, and after 
Maggie had turned their téte-det/te to her 
own advantage she arranges that the pair 
should spend a week with the Comptesse de la 
Briére, and it was while in the Surrey cottage 
that John Shand came to know ‘ What 
Every Woman Knows.”’ He had. thought 
Maggie to be a hintlrance, but it is Maggie 
who has made him, saves him, and finally 
brings him to laugh at himself and the world 
at large. 

Audiences can laugh at John Shand; they 
cannot laugh at Maggie; “for, though 
Maggie is undersized, she has a passion for 
romance.’” It is impossible to langch at 
any of Sir James Barrie’s women: Maggie 
Shand, Phoebe, Alice who sat by the fire. 
Cinderella, Rosalind, or Mary Rose—each and 


all are pathetic without weakness, and 
strong without arrogance. 


A DELIGHTFUL COMEDY. 

This *‘ tragedy of a man who found himself 
out ” is one of the most delightful comedies 
of the century. Into it Sir James Barrie 
managed to pour not only his well-known 
whimsies, but also a lambent irony such as 
only a Scot knows how to use. It is a comedy 
that simply calls out to be seen and to he 
understooe. 

The company presenting the play last nicht 
had all the ingredients that the author would 
demand—charm, competence, and, above all, 
intelligence. Not one of Sir James Barrie’s 
sly “digs” was overlooked; not one went 
astray. Miss Norah Lumsden’s Maggie Shand 
was wholly delightful. Her Maggie did not 
lack *‘ charm,’ but was rather the verv per- 
sonification “of that elusive quality She had 
in Mr. Murray Healy an almost ideal John 
Shand, one whose very appearance suggested 
the strong, silent, boring, self-made-man type 
which has made Scotland what it is Watch. 
ing the Comtesse de la Brieré as played by 
Mrs. May Carey one was amazed at her versa- 
tility Here she was the intriguing French 
aristocrat, complete in every detail, even to 
the accent. Miss Margery Lumsden was the 
blasé and very dull Lady Sybil—an exceed- 
ingly difficult part to play, but here played 
excellently. The Wylie E 
Stephenson, Laurence Elyan, and E. V. Healy 
—would inspire the author to further efforts 
in the same direction. Never before have 
these three so different actors appeared to 
such advantage. In the comparatively little 
scope offered to Charles Venables by the 
author, William Denis managed to present the 
suave, but bored, Cabinet Minister: and Miss 
Betty Lumsden, with Mr. Gwynne Stirling, 
played the parts of servants as skilfully as 
if they had been secured from a servants’ 
registry, 

The staging and costumes brought back all 
the quaintness of the pre-war years. For a 
delightful production Mrs. May Carey and 
Miss Norah Lumsden may be whele-heartedly 
thanked. :

CORK, Saturday. 
Speakers at the annual meeting of the 
Cork Industrial Development Association 
this week, which encouraged frank dis- 
cussion of the obstacles to the develop- 
ment of the home trade, declared that if 
Cork workmen spent their money in pur- 
«<hasing good local products, more factories 
would be started. It was mentioned that 
one of Cork’s most prominent traders is 
paying a premium to shop assistants on 
every sale of Irish boots. He is an ex- 
ception apparently ; for it was also stated 
that one of the principal causes of 
languishing trade at home is the fact that 
shopkeepers will not push the sale of 
Irish goods, prefering to display lavishly 
the imported articles. Some speakers re- 
ferred to tariffs as the panacea, but there 
are a majority who baliews that if Irish 
interests were given the first consideration 
when purchasing, there would not be any 

need for tariffs. 
Mr. O’Herlily, 


the Secretary of the 
Association, who compiled the annual 
report, deserves congratulation. It was 
the most detailed document put before 
the body for some years, and, covering as 
it did the economic outlook, not only of 
Cork, but the whole of the Free State, 
showed keen perception of the problems 
which face the country. 


THE CORK EXHIBITION. 


Mr. Sean French, ex-Lord Mayor. of 
Cork, and Mr, Harry Egan. have arrived 
in the United States to conduct a tour 
in connection with the Cork Industrial 
Exhibition which it is proposed to hold in 
1932, the year of the Eucharistic Congress 
in Dublin. Their mission is to sell tickets 
to steamship companies and tourist 
agencies which will be resolwd to 
individuals. These tickets carry with 
them the right to visit every section of the 
Exhibition. It is pointed out that in 
creat measure the success of the Exhibi- 
tion will depend on the results of this 
American tour, though influential support 
has been obtained at home and in Great 
Britain. 

Senator Dowdall has now consented to 
permit his name to be added to the list of 
honorary presidents on the understanding 
that it is the wish of the Exhibi :on Com- 
mittee to place him in control of the Irish 
section. He would prefer a “ national ” 
to an “international ’’ exhibition, believ- 
ing that the latter type has a tendency to 
increase imports, and his acceptance of 
this position does not mean that he has 
altered his views, 


MUNICIPAL BOUNDARIES. 


It is interesting to note that members 
of the Limerick Corporation, following the 
example of the members of the Cork Cor- 
poration some weeks ago, have now set 
up a committee to consider the possibility 
of the extension of the city boundaries. 
In connection with Cork boundaries the 
City Manager is preparing an extension 
scheme to be laid before the Corporation 
in the near future. The work involves a 
variety of problems, such as payment of 
compensation to county councils and re- 
arrangement of accounts. 

At a meeting of the Limerick Corpora- 
tion it was stated that residents outside 
the city boundary paid only 8s. 10d. in 
the pound rates, while those inside paid 
twenty-four shilliags. It was considered 
that people enjoying all the social services 
of the city should pay their fair share of 
the rates, which could only be accom- 
plished by extending the boundary. 


THE HOSPITAL SWEEPSTAKES. 


The next step to be taken in connection 
with the sweepstakes proposal] for the Cork 
hospitals has not yet been decided, or, at 
least, made public. The visit this week to 
Cork of Mr. S. H. Maloney, who is a 
representative of the Trust conducting the 
sw2ep on the Manchester November Handi- 
cap in aid of Dublin ‘hospitais, may have 
some bearing on the matter. 

Mr. Maloney refused to make any state- 
ment beyond saying that the hospitals in 
the Free State, including Cork, have been 
notified of the decision to permit them to 
share in the proceeds of the sweep on the 
Grand National next March. Should Cork 
prefer to remain outside this arrangement, 
the proportion which would ordinarily 
come to this city will be re-distributed 
among the other hospitals. 


OBITUARY. 


SIR GEORGE GAMBLIN. 

The Royal Bank of Canada announce the 
death, which took place on Thursday last, of 
Sir George H. Gamblin, the manager of their 
branch at Nassau, British West. Indies. At 
the time of his death Sir George Gamblin 
was the senior unoflicial member of the 
Executive Council and President of the 
Legislative Council. Previously he had been 
for many vears leader of the Government 
House of Assembly. He was knighted in 
1929 in recognition of public services to the 
Golony. Born at Nassau in 1870, he was 
well known throughout the West Indian 
Islands for his public services and for his 
religious and philanthropic interests. His 
high financial ability was of great service to 
him as a banker and to the Councils of which 
he was a member. 


MR. THOMAS BARBER, 

The death of Mr. Thomas Barber, a lead- 
ing Dublin business man, took place some- 
what suddenly at his residence, 46 Lindsay 
road, Glasnevin, on Saturday. Mr. Barber 
was a director of Messrs. Williams and 
Woods, the well-known. jam and confectionery 
manufacturers, whose services he entered as 
a boy forty-five years ago. He was largely 
instrumental in establishing a fruit farm for 
the requirements of his firm at Kilsallaghan, 
Co. Dublin, and did much in other directions 
to extend the business. He was actively 
identified with trade interests, was a member 
of the Dublin Industrial Association and of 
the Trade Board which existed some years 
ago. In business circles generally he was 
held in high esteem. He took a personal 
interest in the welfare of the firm's employés, 
and “will be missed by many who benefited 
through his liberality. Mr. Barber was a 
member of the Church of Ireland. He is 
survived by one son and four daughters, his 
wife having died eight years ago. The Black- 
rock Bowling and Lawn Tennis Club, at a 
meeting on Saturday, passed a resolution ex- 
pressing regret at the death of Mr. Barber, 
who had been identified with the club for 
many years, and tendering sympathy to the 
relatives. Members of the club are asked to 
attend the funeral at 10 a.m. to-morrow to 
Mount Jerome Cemetery.

HARVEST FESTIVAL 
SERVICE. 


Preaching at the Harvest Festival Service 
at St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday 


morning, the Rev. 1. A. Harvey, B.D. (Pre- 


bendary of Dunlavin), tector’ of Booters- 
town, took as his text: “Give us day by 
day our daily bread ” (St. Luke, xi., 5). 

He said that food must nét only be pro- 
duced; it must be distributed. To-day they 
were witnessing a veritable world depression. 
Millions were unemployed and in poverty; 
but it was not because of any signal failure 
of crops, or want of other commodities—in 
fact, there had been ¢ . r-production—but 
owing to various restrictions, caused in 
every case by competing interests, by national! 
jealousies and suspicions, that free move- 
yient had been restricted. It was not nature. 
but. man, with his inherited taint of sin, tliat 
was making his fellowman hungry. Thank 
God, these islands had been wonderfully pre- 
served from the calamity of starvation, but 
the black spectre of famine stalked through 
many a country since 1914, and it had 
enabled them to visualise the risks of starva 
tion in a world where almost every country 
and especially our own, is dependent for 
food upon conditions beyond our céntrol. 


UNIVERSITY’S MISSION WORK. 

But if that dread calamity had beer 
averted, let them not take it for granted that 
it must always be so. -It was only if God 
willed, and let them pray to Him who alone 
was over the whole process by which food 
is produced and at 4 available, fertilising 
the soil, preserving the peace of nations. 
controlling the hearts of men by His spirit. 
Those who objected to praying for sunshine 
or rain, becalise the scientist had brandished 
before them his dictum about the unvarying 
rule of law, may bethink themselves how 
large a part prayer may yet play in bringing 
us our daily wviead, or what is almost as 
important, making it cheap by ensuring that 
God's law of brotherly love rules in men’s 
hearts instead of the law of self-interest. 

The man who prayed “ Father, give us 
(that is the whole family) ‘‘ our daily bread ”’ 
could never, if he was honest, forget the 
other members of that Father's family, or 
turn a deaf ear to their cry of need. They 
were asked to support the work of the 
Dublin Univeristy Missions to Chota Nagpur 
and Fu-Kien, a work which he commended 
to them, not only as being sponsored by the 
Church of Ireland, but as pre-eminently fitted 
to satisfy the two demands of missionary 
work—that they should give, and give intel. 
ligently. with a deep understanding of the 
needs of those who desired to be nourished 
with the bread of life. 


THE MURDERED MISSIONARIES. 

“ Yesterday,’ said the preacher, “‘we were 
horror-s\ricken by the reported murder of 
two missionaries in China, ladies who had 
spent much of their lives working for Christ 
among the women of that country, in the 
very province where our University mission 
is sitmated. We thank God, as we commend 
their souls to Him, for the witness of their 
liven and of their deaths, and we crave 
His comfort for their stricken relatives. 
This terrible deed happened in a country 
whose civilisation is at least twice 
as old as our own. Yet it does not surprise 
us; it is in keeping with a tradition olf 
vruelty in that country that knows not the 
God of Jesus Christ; but believes im an 
impersonal force called heaven.” 

Continuing, the preacher said that China, 
except in the dim past, had never had any 
real or uplifting conception of God. Lhe 
penalty for the want of a true conception of 
ffSod always was a multitude of idolatries 
and a dread of many spirits, which in turn 
created a cruel spirit. To-day the missionaries 
of the Church were telling China that Chriss 
had not only given His disciples beautiful 
precepts, but the power to fulfil them, and 
to master the natural lusts that war withn, 
and that. if she would set m her heaven 
that gracious God and Father whom Christ 
revealed, the light of that belief would scatter 
the hosts of spirits that haunted her land 
and free her mind from the fears that made 
her cruel. Whether we at the home base 
aided them in this would depend upon the 
value we set upon the light. that Christ has 
brought to us, and whether the thought :“f 
cur common Father had warmed our hearts 
towards all the brothers of His family.

NIGERIA. 


BISHOP ON THE NEED FOE 
MISSIONARIES. 


The Bishop of Lagos, West Africa (Dr. 
Melville Jones), presiding at the Morning Ser- 
vice yesterday in St. Paul’s, Glenageary, 
referred to the spread of Christianity in 
Nigeria. 

In Nigeria, he said, there 
millions of people, all of negro stock, and 
only some four thousand Europeans. Great 
changes have come over the country since he 
went out there forty years ago, About that 
time British influence was having effect. 
Previously tribal wars had been taking place 
continually and slave-raiding was a genera! 
occupation, no village or town being safe 
from the raiders. Human sacrifice was also 
common, and there was no security for hfe or 
property. Peace was made between the 
tribes, who were still governed by their 
native chiefs, but British officers were there 
to see that these chiefs acted humanely. 
The country used to be called “the white 
man’s grave,” but owing to the advance in 
the treatment of tropical diseases the con- 
ditions of life had greatly improved. 

The country was a very good aSset to the 
British Empire. Great Britain had opened 
up trade with it, which was the main object 
in taking possession of it. Wealth and 
civilisation had been brought to the people, 
but when they developed a country it in- 
volved great responsibilities. Civilisation 
was not enough; education in itself was not 
enough to give in return. Unless they gave 
these people the law of God and taught 
them Christianity thev would do them mere 
harm than good He was glad that that 
parish had its own missionary in Africa 
Missionaries were badly wanted. Churches 
were springing up everywhere. In his diocese, 
which was as big as the British Isles, there 
were oniy ten churches when he went out; 
now there are hundreds of churches. and 
there was hardly a town or village in which 
there was not a Christ.an church. The 
natives built their own churches and paid 
the native teachers and clergy. There were 
eighty African clergymen in his diocese, and 
a native bishop was now acting for him. 
The Church at home had a great respon- 
sibility. The need for missionaries was great 
in his dioceses. There were only a missionary 
and two or three African clergymen to super- 
intend one hundred and eighty churches,

The greatest airship in the world, the 
pride of British aeronautical engineers, is 
lying in a French orchard a mass of 
twisted blackened wreckage. 

Of the fifty-four men who sailed away 
in her so cheerfully from Cardington yes- 
terday evening, confident that they were 
about to achieve an epoch-making flight 
to India, all but eight are dead. 

Lord Thomson, Secretary of State for 
Air; Air Vice-Marshal Sir Sefton 
Brancker, Director of Civil Aviation ; 
Wing-Commander Colmore, Director of 
Airship Development, and Major G. H. 
Scott, amnventor of the airship mooring 
mast, have all been added to the long ro 
of those who have lost their lives in the 
cause of aviation. 

Of the eight survivors Mr. M. Leech, a 
foreman engineer of the Royal Airship 
Works, Cardington; J. H. 
engineer and A. V, Bell, engineer, have 
been slightly injured ; Messrs. A. J. Cook, 
engineer, A. Disley, wireless operator; V. 
Savory, engineer, and W. G. Radcliffe, 
rigger, are more seriously injured in 
Beauvais Hospital, but have been ab'e to 
take nourishment. Mr. $. Church, rigger, 
has been removed to a private nursing 
home. None of their lives is considered 
in danger. 


BATTLING WITH RAIN AND 
WIND. 


The disaster occurred shortly after two 
o'clock this morning near Allonne, a 
village about four miles south of Beauvais 
Inhabitants who were awakened from sleep 
by the roar of the airship’s engines over 
head saw her flying low, apparently in 
difficulties, and battling with the heavy 
wind and rain. Shortly afterwards there 
was a shattering explosion, followed by a 
blindin flash. People from Allonne 
hurried from their houses to the spot 
where they had seen the airship come 
lO’ They found a blazing mass of 

re which cast a ghastly yellow 

over the fields around and threw 
out so fierce a heat that they were unable 
at first to approach. 


rPRENCHWOMAN’S DESCRIP- 
TION, 

A young Frenehwoman who was an eye- 
witness of the disaster describes the terrible 
scene. hrst intimation of the acci- 
dent was a loud report, which I mistook 
at first for a thunder-clap. A few minutes 
later I and some neighbours were on the 
The airship had fallen into an 
orchard on top of some apple trees. Oh! 
what a horrible sight met our eyes. Flames 
leaped towards th sky, and in vain did 
the firemen play their hoses on the blazing 
ship. We could see bodies in the cabins. 
They seemed to be twisted like strips of 
burning cheese. However, we were able 
to save an Englishman who was alone in 
the forward cabin. Later we extricated 
frightfully burned bodies from the 
wreckage. Oh! it was a terrible sight.” 


WHAT SURVIVORS SAID. 

Mr. Leech, the engineering expert, who 
was saved, gives the following account of 
the accident pi” When the disaster occurred 
everybody on board was asleep, except the 
watch and the pilot. The motors were 
working perfectly. The ship w\s battling 
with storm and rain. Three times it 
dipped, and then a violent gust hurled it 
to the ground. It was -hen that the ex- 
plosion occurred.”’ 

Mr. Disley, the wireless operator, who 
was asleep at the moment of the disaster, 
can reeall nothing about it. The first he 
knew of the accident was when he awoke 
with a start to find himself lying on the 
ground. 

The airship appears to have run into an 
isolated storm centre, where she was forced 
down by the rain, and crashed into a low 
hill in the dark. 


WORK OF SALVAGE. 


Soon police and troops were on the scene 
io keep order among the quickly-swelling 
crowd of spectators and prevent them from 
looting the wreckage for souvenirs. 

At daylight the grim work of salvage 
began. Armed with blow-pipes and metal 
saws, firemen and gendarmes made their 
way into the tangled wreckage, at whose 
stern the Union Jack was still fluttering 
defiantly. Four bodies were first recovered, 
naked, contorted and charred beyond recog- 
nition, As they were borne out police and 
soldiers present stood at the salute. 

The remains were plaeed on stretchers 
covered with sheets and laid along a 
hedge in a row which grew steadily from 
hour to hour. 

Bodies were found in various parts of 
the wreckage, at either end and side. 
having evidently been scattered by the 
impact. The débris was disturbed as little 
as possible at the request of the British 
Military Attaché, who soon arrived on the 
scene ixvom Dail, in ordef that 
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British Air Ministry experts, who left 
Croydon by aeroplane, might be better 
able to judge the cause of the disaster. 


THE LAST MESSAGE. 

The terrible disaster gives special 
pathos to the last message received “a Le 
Bourget Aerodrome from the airship at 
1.50 a.m. ‘‘ At the moment,” it said, 
‘the passengers, after an excellent meal 
and after enjoying a number of cigars, 
are getting ready to go to bed.’’ Twenty 
minutes later the giant dirigible was a 
blazing mass of wreckage and most of 
those on board had been burned to death. 

A number of other messages were 
received from the airship from the time of 
its departure from Cardington, giving its 
position and speed, It reached the 
English coast near Hastings at 10.25, 
when it was travelling at 54 knots in 
heavy rain. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S 
ASSISTANCE. 


The French Government has given all 
possible assistance and sympathy. By 
ten o'clock in the morning M. Laurent 
Eynac, Minister for Air, was on tho 
scene. He expressed his deep rsonal 
rief at the tragic loss of his friends, Lord 

homson and Sir Sefton Brancker, whom 
he had often met at international air 
confererices. 

As soon as he heard of the disastér, 
the President of the Republic, M. 
Doumergue, sent a telegram of sympathy 
to King George, and M. Tardieu, the 
Premier, sent a similar .message to Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald. 

A rumour that gained currency in the 
course of the evening, to the effect that 
more bodies had been found, is without 
foundation. 

Some twenty gendarmes have been 
detailed to protect the débris, and the 
Ma will be maintained throughout the 
night. 

It was stated at the hospital that the 
condition of the injured survivors was 
satisfactory and improving. “The 
most badly hurt is Radcliffe, who has 
somewhat serious burns to his head, 
hands and feet, but his life is not in 
danger. 

The representatives of the British Air 
Ministry, who will co-operate with their 
French colleagues on a Commission of 
Inquiry, arrived by air this afternoon, 
and it is understood that the Commission 
will begin its work to-morrow. 


A PUBLIC INQUIRY. 


The Air Council propose to arrange for 
a public inquiry into the loss of R101 
to be held in this country, subject to 
co-ordination with the arrangements 
which are being made by the French 
Government.

BEAUVAIS, Sunday. 

The following official statement was 
made here this evening by a representa- 
tive of the Air Ministry :—‘t A Joint Com- 
mission of French and English experts 
will start collecting evidence to-morrow. 
The constitution of the Court-of Inquiry 
has not yet been settled; but the French 
Government have given notice that they 
would prefer the chairman to be British. 
They will, however, give every assistance. 
The cause of the accident cannot be 
ascertained for certain until .the evidence 
has been sifted, but there is every reason 
to suppose that no explosion occurred 
until the airship had touched the ground. 
Forty-seven bodies have been recovered, 
and the search for the remaining three 
is being continued.”’

MYSTERY OF THE

‘LORD THOMSON’S 
FAITH IN R101.

Lord Thomson, the Secretary of State 
for Air, was fifty-five and a bachelor. He 
was the son of a Major-General, entered 
the Army at nineteen, and had a long and 
distinguished career as an engineer officer. 
He was a member of the Supreme War 
Council; 1918-19, and retired with the 
rank of Brigadier-General, | 

Lord Thomson received his peerage on 
taking office as Secretary of State for Air 
in the first Labour Government, January- 
November, 1924. He returned to the Air 
Ministry on the formation of the present 
Labour Government in June, 1929. 

He was an aviation enthusiast, keenly 
enjoyed flying, and had a lively conception 
of the airship’s future. He regarded flying 
as safer than travelling on the road. 

On one occasion last ‘autumn, when he 
was about to join R 101 at Cardington, he 
‘said, “The only risk I fear is in the 
journey to Cardington.” 

He: regarded the cost of State airships 
as money well spent, and he vigorously 
rebutted criticisms. A few months ago, 
protesting against ‘‘ wild exaggerations,’’ - 
he stated that the total spent on the air- 
ships rogramme since 1924 was 
£2,000, 000. that the two ships had given 
added knowledge, and that a country such 
as ours must pay for its research. 

“ With a good skipper and a good 
crew,” he said ‘*I would go out in the 
R 101 in any weather.” 

Lord Thomson was a member of the 
Labour Party delegation which -investi- 
gated and reported on conditions in 
freland before the Treaty. He stayed at 
the Viceregal Lodge several days last 
August as the guest of Mr. James 
McNeil]; Governor-General. 


SIR SEFTON BRANCKER., 


Sir Sefton Brancker was Master- 
General of personnel in the Air Force 
until soon after the War, when he became. 
managing director of Air Transport and 
Travel, Limited, the first civil aviation 
company to operate. They began a service 
between Hounslow and Paris with old war 
aircraft.. He held that post until 1922, 
when he joined the Air Ministry as 
director of civil aviation. 

Sir Sefton Brancker had many friends 
in Ireland, and was a freqtient visitor here. 
In pre-war days he served with his regi- 
ment at Fermoy, Co. Cork, and other parts 
of Ireland. He was keenly interested in 
the establishment of an air service between 
Great Britain and Ireland, and had dis-

WING COMMANDER 
COLMORE. 


Wing-Commander R. B. D. Colmore, 
the Director of Airship Development, was 
the Air Ministry Director for Supply and 
Research, responsible for all airship activi- 
ties. When it was decided in 1924 to pro- 
ceed with the development of airships he 
was appothted Deputy-Director of Airship 
Development, and he became Director at 
the beginning of this year. His head- 
quarters were at Cardington, where R 101 
was designed and built. He was on board 
R 100 during her Canadian flight in July 
and August, and represented the Air 
Ministry during her stay in Canada. 

Born at Portsmouth in 1887, he was 
educated at Stubbington House, Fareham, 
and in H.M.S. Britannia. He became a 
Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Navy in 1907, 
and was promoted Lieutenant in 1909. He 
retired in 1911; but became a Liéutenant- 
Commandér on mobilisation when war 
broke out. He served with the Armoured 
Car Division at Antwerp in 1914, and com- 
manded the armoured car section which 
was employed at Gallipoli in 1915.- He 
was transferred to the airship section of 
the Royal Naval Air Service in 1916, and 
after serving. at the. airship station at 
Barrow became commanding officer of the 
airship base at Mullion, Cornwall. 

While hoiding that command he evolved 
a novel scheme of dealing with the sub- 
marine menace by a system of combined 
patrols of airships, seaplanes and aero- 
planes, in conjunction with surface boats. 
His method proved so successful-that he 
was appointed a First-class Officer of Air- 
craft Operations at Plymouth with a view 
to the application of the same principles 
against submarines along the whole British 
coasts. Later he was posted as Chief Staff 
Officer of Aircraft Operations with the 
Commander of the Grand Fleet based at 
Dundee. The War ended before his system 
came into genera] operation. After the 
War he was granted a permanent commts- 
sion as Squadron-Leader of the Royal Air 
Force, and was attached as Staff Officer 
for Airships to the Department of the 
Controller-General’ of Civil’ Aviation «at 
the Air Ministry. 


MAJOR SCOTT, 


Major G. H. Scott, Assistant Director 
of Airship Development’ Flying, was 42. 
He was the inventor of the Air Ministry 
system of airship mooring to a tower, 
which is also used in the United States. 
Since the autumn of last year he carried 
out extended trials of R101 and R100, 
and “was: Officer-in-Charge oí R 100’s 
Canadian flight last summer. 

He was in general engineering until the 
outbreak of the War, when he joined the 
Royal Naval Air Service as a Flight Sub- 
Lieutenant. In 1915 he was captain of 
the airship Parseval; in 1916 was given 
the command of the airship station at 
Anglesey, and in 1917 became captain of 
R9, the first British rigid airship to fly. 
In 1919 he commanded R34 on its flight 
from East Fortune, Scotland, to the 
United States and back to Pelham. This 
was the first flight of any aircraft to 
America and also. the first outward and 
homeward flight. | 

He was appointed Officer-in-Charge, of 
Flying. and Training in the Airship 
Directorate in 1924, and in January of 
this year became Assistant. Director of 
Fiying. He visited Canada in 1927 to 
advise the Canadian Government on the 
selection of an airship base, which resulted 
in St. Hubert, Montreal, being chosen and 
equipped. Since last autumn he was en- 
gaged in carrying out trials of R100 and 

101, and was Officer-in-Charge of the 
flight of R 100 to Canada this year.

A NATIONAL DISASTER,

The airship 
successfully rode out at her mooring-mast 
a storm which actually held up the battle- 
ship Malaya from entering’ Plymouth 
Harbour for thirty hours. The alterations 
subsequently effected included «the in- 
sertion of a new bay and the carrying out 
of other improvements calculated to in- 
crease the lifting capacity of the airship 
by over fifteen tons. As our Aeronautica! 
Correé ndent reported at the time, 
“R 101 was designed and built upon a 
policy of safety first.’’. During her further 
trials, only last week, nothing but a minor 
and easily curable defect. was discovered 
in one of her five engines. i 

REASONABLE CONFIDENCE. . 

A few weeks ago R 100-—although that 
airship has, indeed, different engines and 
a different design—made a _ successful 
journey to Canada and backs Those, 
therefore, who embarked upon R 101 ou 
Saturday evening did so with every 
reasonable prospect ‘of a safe trip to India 
and back. Their experience up to within 
a few minutes of the disaster must have 
fully realised their expectations. The 
accounts given by survivors to our special 
correspondent show that nothing — had 
occurred to cause anxiety to the crew, and 
that, though the airship was battling with 
wind and storm, her engines appeared to 
be working perfectly It is some comfort 
to be able to think that death, if it came 
terribly, came quickly to a brave com- 
pany; who believed in the work of their 
brains and hands, and who showed their 
faith in it by entrusting their lives to it. 

At this moment it would be unpardon- 
able to revive the old controversy over 
the safety and utility of airships. Time 
and exp rt, examination alone can reveal 
whether constructional or mechanical 
defects in this particular airship caused 
or contributed to the disaster, or whether, 
as may appear more probable fron? the 
first accounts, R 101 was the victim of 
unforeseen and unforeseeable local atmo- 
spheric conditions. Was she forced down 
by a sudden downward vertical gust when 
flying low? Was she borne down by the 
weight of water from the storm she was 
encountering? Did some defect disclose 
itself in the elevating gear at a critical 
moment? These and all such questions 
must be answered, if they can be 
answered, in the interests of airship flying 
in the future. But meanwhile the fate 
of R 101 should not retard by one minute 
the development of aviation generally. 
What happens to one airship has no con- 
ceivable bearing on what may happen to 
other types of aircraft, nor does a disaster 
to one type of airship affect: the prospects 
of an airship of another type, unless, 
indeed, the disaster be due to some feature 
common to both, of to some factor which 
reflects fundamentally upon the utility or 
the safety of airships generally. -

A GRAPHIC 


DESCRIPTION. 


The Times special correspondent who went 
to Beauvais, states :—‘' As I approached the 
scene of the accident through the Bots Seck 
I caught sight of what looked at first like the

The tail of the airship alone retained 're- 
cognisable shape, its structure not having 
been very greatly damaged.

elevator planes were still almost covered 
with fabric. The extreme nose ‘of the. air- 
ship lay on the summit of a hill. From 
this point looking back down the hill the 
whole carcass of the airship lay before me a 
mute witness to the tragedy of hopes 
shattered and lives sacrificed. The long, 
twisted girders writhed on the ground in 
parallel lines. On each side of the remzins 
the cross frames rose like broken bs, 
and in the distance over the arched skeleton 
of the airship’s tail itself, as large as the en- 
trance to. an -ordinary railway station, the 
frame of her vertical fin rose: mournfully 
against the sky, and the balance rudder, 
still rocking on its hinges, swung. aimlessly, 
like an indifferent weather-cock, in the wind. 

At the point where the airship struck 
the earth the framework which took the 
strain of mooring. at the mast lay huddled 
on the cround. The hollow spindle through 
which the mooring cable passed seems to 
have struck the ‘cround directly, for it is 
caked with mud. It may have fallen vertically 
when the rest of the structure collapsed. 
Close by it were the drums of cables which 
were used in mooring, and the wooden moor- 
ing platform and passengers’. entrance lay 
splintered here and. there. 

Hanging ‘from the base of the hollow 
spindle by its wire was an electric battery or 
switch-box, and this suggests the most likely 
cause of. the fire. When the airship struck 
the ground the smashing°or tearing off of an 
engine-car or the céntrol car, or of any im-:

igniting the small supply of petrol would be

While the exact cause of the Beauvais 
disaster will not be known until the cón: 
clusion of the official inquiry, which will 
be jointly carried out by the French and 
British experts, the probable eauses are 
already being discussed by experts in the 
French newspapers. 

It is surmised that, under the stress of 
the heavy weather, and weighed down by 
the drenching rain, the airship tried to 
land on the plain near Beauvais. Visi- 
bility at the time was very low.. It seems 
that the R101 passed over a wood, dipped 
into a cup of land, and then, having diffi- 
culty in rising again, crashed against the 
hillside on the other side of the cup. The 
impact caused the hydrogen to explode and 
the oil to catch fire.

DISCREPANCIES IN

This evening the casualty list of the 
R101 was drawn up here as follows:— 
Injured, 8; dead, 47. 

Of the bodies 41 are at the mairie of 
Allonne village, and six, for whom coffins 
have not yet been procured, are still on 
the scene of the disaster. At a late hour 
carpenters in the village were still busy 
making coffins. 

According to survivors’ accounts, the 
airship carried 58 persons, and the local 
authorities, basing themselves on this 
return, state that three are unaccounted 
for, Work on the wreck was abandoned 
at nightfall. ' 

NO STOWAWAY ON BOARD. 

“There can be no question of a stow- 
away being on board the airship,’’ an Air 
Ministry official stated when.his attention 
was called to reports from Paris that 
more bodies had been recovered than 
there were persons known to be on board. 
“ Every member of the crew and every 
passenger was double chetked as they 
boarded the airship,’’ he added. 


The discrepancy betw the total 
number on board, as telegraphed from 
Beauvais, and the figures issued by the 
Air Ministry, was explained by a Ministry 
official last night as being possibly due to 
the fact that the French figures were based 
on a statement of survivors, who probably 
were without exact knowledge of the 
number carried. :

SURVIVOR TELEPHONES TO 
ATR MINISTRY. 


The first news to reach the Air 
Ministry, apart frem Press messages, 
came from one of the survivors. Wireless 
Officer A. Disley, after escaping from the 
burning ship, got to a telephone and put 
through a.call to London. His mforma- 
tion was not complete, but he told Air 
Ministry officials that the airship flew 
down into a hill. Another official mes- 
sage was telephoned to London early by 
the French Foreign Office. 

A rumour that a woman was on board 
when the ship crashed was denied by an 
Air Ministry official. ‘‘ We know every- 
one who was on board,” he said, “ and 
there was’ no woman.”’

LORD THOMSON GAY 
AND CHEERFUL.

There was no shadow of impending 
disaster when the R 101 left Cardington on 
Saturday night (writes a special reporter 
ef the Press Association). Passengers and 
crew were in the cheeriest of spirits and 
full of hope of ene a successful voyage. 
They were to make history by being the 
first airship to travel to Egypt and India, 
and the thought filled them with pride. 

Lord Thomson, the Air Minister, was 
the most exuberant of all. He stepped 
from his car at the foot of the tower with 
a cheery greeting to his fellow-travellers, 
and was chaffed by Sir Sefton Brancker 
for bringing so much luggage and a walk- 
ing stick. He was evidently prepared for 
ceremonious occasions in the East, for he 
had three big suitcases and two cardboard 
boxes. Sir Sefton, with his inevitable eye- 
dlass, laughingly remarked that he was 
‘‘ travelling light.” He had, in fact, 
flown in a Moth from London to Henlow, 
being piloted by Miss Winifred Spooner. 

One of Lord Thomson’s first acts on 
arrival was to greet Miss Spooner and con- 
gratulate her on her Italian achievements. 
Then having faced a battery of cameras, 
he gave a message to the Press, full of 
pathos in view of what happened a few 
hours later. 

“I am starting off with great con- 
fidence,’’ he said. ‘‘ It seems that condi- 
tions are quite satisfactory. I have 

romised the Prime Minister to be back by 
bctober 20th.”’ 

The Press Association representative 
asked him if he thought the flicht would be 
the forerunner of regular trips; but he 
would not be drawn. 

“No prophecies,’’ he answered with a 
laugh, and with a cheery goodbye to those 
around the Tower he stepped into the lift 
and was taken aboard. 

Major G. H. Scott, greatest of airship 
commanders, looked thoughtful, but con- 
fident, as he said “ Goodbye.” Most de- 
lightful of men, but undemonstrative in 
character, he was beloved by his officers 
and crew. He had charge of R 34 on the 
first airship flight to America and back, 
was in charge of R 100’s flight to Canada, 


and the flight of R 101 was under his 
direction. Everyone on board had the 
fullest confidence in his judgment. 

The crew were all looking forwatd to a 
happy time. They ineluded the Assistant 
Chief Coxswain, Mr. A. Potter, who 
had already come safely through one severe 
ordeal.

COMRADE PULLED FROM 
WRECKAGE. 
secant. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BEAUVAIS, Sunday. 

The following description of the tragic 
voyage was given to Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent this evening by Mr. 
Leech :—‘‘ We started from Cardington in 
fine weather with fifty-eight souls on board, 
being sixteen passengers and forty-two 
crew. ,The weather became steadily worse 
as we approached the Channel, and over 
the sea it was really bad. Nevertheless, 
the voyage was uneventful until we 
reached Beauvais, by which time the con- 
ditions were very rough, the wind and 
rain being terrific. 

“Tt was not a storm which would 
normally have given us cause for anxiety— 
I have been through much worse—but that 
spot beyond Beauvais has a bad reputation 
for air accidents, several aeroplanes having 
crashed there. 

“ I think it must be the result of eddies 
caused by the range of hills at that place. 
At the time of the accident there were on 
duty one man in each of the four forward 
engine cars, and two in the after engine 
car. 

‘“In the body of the ship there were 
fourteen men on duty watch. I was not 
on duty, but I was up. The rest of the 
people were in bed. Just after passing 
over Beauvais the ship was weathering the 
storm well, and the engines were running 
quite normally when, without warning, 
she dipped her nose at an angle of 45 
degrees to the ground. She descended 
some distance, straightened out, then 
dipped again at the same angle, striking 
the side of the hill with great force—the 
hill is 780 feet ‘above sea level. 

“ The forward engine cars were crushed 
under the hull, which in turn collapsed 
and buried the cabins in wreckage. 1! 
counted a space of about a second between 
the crash and the explosion, which was 
followed by a roar of flame, and the hull 
burned from end to end. My idea is that. 
t’ > explosion was due to the breakage of 
electric wires, which caused the flash. 

WENT BACK FOR COMRADE. 

“Tt was a case of getting clear as 
quickly as possible, and all the men in 
this (hospital) ward owe their lives to 
bursting their way through the wreckage 
and getting to safety. 3 
“ When I had got clear I heard a voice 
calling from the wreck, and going back 
found that isley, the wireless operator. 
had been caught in the wreckage.’’ 

Leech refused to say what happened 
next, but Disley confirmed that Leech 
pulled him out of the blazing wreckage. 

Binks and Bell, the two occupants of 
the after engine car both got clear. The 
fire reached its height in five or six 
minutes and then gradually subsided. 

This is Leech’s third airship wreck in 
fourteen years’ experience. The other two 
were during the War in the Airships 8.5. 
35 and T.C. 21. 

The injuries of the survivors are as 
follows :— 

Leech—Slightly burned in the hands 
and head. 

Cook—Badly burned in the hands and 
head. 

Disley—Burned in the hands and head. 

Radcliffe—Burned in hands, head and 
feet. 

Binks—General bruises. 

Bell—Slight burns in the head. 

Church—Burns to head, arms and feet. 

Savornt—Burns to head and feet.

TRIBUTE. 


REFERENCES MADE IN 
THE CHURCHES. 


The tributes to the men who had perished 
came flowing in spontaneously from great 
figures in public life. In a great number of 
churches and chapels in the country the news 
of the calamity was broken by clergymen, 
and prayers were said by crowded congrega- 
tions. 

The first news of the disaster was conveyed 


to Cabinet Ministers, who are at Llandudno. 


for the opening of the Labour Party Con- 
ference, by a Press Association reporter, and 
all expressed the view that it would cast in- 
tense gloom over the Conference proceedings. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson, the Foreign Secre- 
tary, In an interview, said:—‘‘ The news of 
the terrible disaster, with its sudden, sad, 
calamitous results, has so distressed me that 
it is difficult to give a considered opinion as 
to the national and personal losses sustained. 
Seldom has a nation suffered to the extent 
that ours has in the deaths of so many of 
its leading experts in a single branch of the 
Service as in this sad instance. On the per- 
sonal side, I wish to say that I first met Lord 
Thomson when he was passing through 
Russia in 1917, and from that time on we 
have been very close friends, and have twice 
been colleagues in the same Cabinet. In my 
opinion, he was a great Air Minister, and 
was wholeheartedly devoted to the develop- 
ment of aviation.”’ 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood, Minister of Health: : 
“I have heard with profound regret of the 
terrible disaster which has befallen the R 101, 
and would like to express my deepest sym- 
pathy with the relatives of those who have 
lost their lives. Especially I mourn the loss 
of a staunch personal friend in Lord Thom- 
son, whose. death has deprived the nation of 
a great public servant.” 

Commander Sir Charles Dennistoun Burney, 
the airship expert and designer of R 100 :— 
Hí is terribly sad. Many of those who have 
been killed were my close rsonal friends, 
and they were all fine fellows." Sir Charles 
added—*‘ As to the cause of the disaster it- 
self, it is impossible to say anything until 
after the fullest investigation and inquiry have 
taken place. I cannot say whether this will 
be the doom of the airships in their present 
stage of development, but, as I said in my 
book, they are not a commercial proposition.” 
: Sir Samuel Hoare, Air Minister in the last 
Government, was deeply grieved, but deferred 
making any statement for the prasent 

Mr. Bernard Shaw —‘‘Grest heavens’ 
What an awful death! Disasters must be 
faced, and it is no use making remarks about 
them. i can only say that I join in the grief 
of everybody.” 

Mr. Henry Ford, the American millionaire 
inotor car manufacturer :—“ It is horrible: it 
“4 terrible. No one could be more sorry than 

am, 

Sir Akbar Hydari, head of the Hyderabad 
Delegation to the India Round-Table Con- 
feypnce :—“ We are exceedingly shocked by 
the tragedy. The astablishment of the air 
route to India will be a means of binding 
i oor and India more closely together, and 
I hope that the disaster will not be an 
insuperable set-back.’’ 

Mr. G. W. Forbes, Prime Minister of 
New Zealand, in a telegram to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald :—"‘I am deeply shocked at the 
tragic disaster. As New. Zealand’s repre- 
seurtative at the Imperial Conference I hasten 
to express our heartfelt sympathy with His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom, and with the bereaved relatives.”

M. Briand has also sent a mes- 
sage of sympathy to the British Ambassador, 
while M. De Fleuriau, the French Ambassa- 
dor in London, will offer the French Goyern- 
ment’s condolences to Downing street. 

M. Laurent Eynac, French Minister for Air, 
on his return to Paris from Beauvais sent a 
telegram to Mr. Frederick Montague, British 
Under Secretary of State for Air, expressing 
the grief and sympathy of the French Air 
Service. He added:—‘‘Lord Thomson and 
Sir Sefton Krancker leave among us poignant 
regrets. We bow before the «nd of our 
valiant British. comrades of the R101, united 
in death, in the service of aviation, and the 
grandeur of their country. The sang-froid of 
the survivors, the coolness of the injured, set 
the highest example. French aviation, linked 
by so many memories with the British, shares 
its mourning.’’ 

BELGIUM. 


The Foreign Minister, M. Hymans, says a 
Brussels message, has sent the following 
telegram to the Belgian Ambasador in

“We learn with consternation of the 
terrible catastrophe which has _ overtaken 
R101, which is causing profound emotion 
throughout Belgium. I ask you to convey to 
the British Government and to the families 
of the victims the condolences of the King of 
the Belgians and of the Government. We 
deplore the tragic death of Lord Thomson, 
whom we sympathetically ‘remember.’ ”’ 

M. Hymans bu also conveyed his sympathy 
to Earl Granville, the British Ambassador in 
Brussels. 

GERMANY. 

Reuter’s Berlin correspondent says :— 
Chancellor Bruening on hearing the news of

UNITED STATES. 


Reuter’s New York Correspondent says :— 
American officials in Washington, from Presi- 
dent Hoover downwards, were deeply grieved 
and shocked by the news of the disaster, and 
their opinion and feelings were reflected in the 
message which Admiral W. A. Moffatt, Chief 
of the Navy, Bureau of Aeronautics, sent to 
the Air Ministry. Admiral Moffatt's message 
reads :— 

“On behalf of the United States Navy 
Rureau of Aeronautics, I wish to express the 
deepest sympathy on the occasion of ‘the 
R 101 disaster, and the loss of Lord Thomson, 
your Minister; Sir Sefton Brancker, and so 
many brave officers and men. They. went to 
their ‘death as many before by setting a peer- 
less example in pioneering development for 
the causes of human progress and the benefit 
of mankind.’”’ 

Admiral Moffat and Mr. David S. Ingalls.

CANADA, 


Mr. R. B. Bennett, the Canadian Prime 
Minister, has sent the following message to

“ On behalf of the Dominion of Canada, 
may I express to you and, through you, to 
the British people our sincere sympathy and 
deep sorrow in the unparalleled disaster that 
has resulted in the destruction of the airship 
R 101, and the loss of so many valuable lives. 
The accident has not only deprived the 
Government of a distinguished and universally 
esteemed Minister, but the public service of 
those who, hy their experience. technical skill, 
and scientific knowledge, were the leaders in 
the British Air Services.’’ 

Sir George Perley, the acting Prime 
Minister at Ottawa, has sent the following 
message to Mr. Bennett :— 

“Members of the Canadian Government 
now in Canada, and the whole people of the 
Dominion, are much shocked. by the terrible 
disaster to R 101, and wish to join with our 
Prime Minister in his expression of profound 
regret at the loss of so many brave men. 
who gave their lives in keen desire to 
develop air knowledge, and of heartfelt 
sympathy with the sorrowing relatives and 
friends.”’ : 

The Minister of National Defenee, who is 
also head of the Air Services in Canada, has

Shortstown, the village where the air- 


ship station is located, was yesterdays 


suddenly turned into a place of mourn- 
ing. Women, stunned by the terrible 
news, stood at street corners discussin 

the calamity in awed tones, while aroun 

them played little children, unaware of 
the awful fate that had overtaken their 
fathers. 

Many of the inhabitants seemed in- 
capable of believing that the “ old ’bus,”’ 
as they affectionately called R 101, would 
never return to her base. These women 
had cheered the great airship as she 
roared away into the darkness from Card- 
ington on the previous night. Little did 
they think as they saw her lights dis- 
appearing that never again would her 
majestic shape appear in the sky. The 
crew had been one great family. Officers, 
men and distinguished air experts were 
all friends in this little community, which 
has owed its existence to the establish- 
ment of an airship base. 

Death has cast its shadow over almost 


every street in the village, and in many. 


cases there are in adjoining houses 
families mourning the loss of a dear one.

Cardinal Bourne, preaching at St. Joseph’s 


| Church, Swansea, yesterday, asked for special 


prayers for the Imperial Conference. ‘ There 
is another matter, he said, “to which !

fail in my duty were 1 to allow it to pass 
nnnoticed, this being the first opportunity 
1 have had of alluding to it. Some weeks 
ago there took place at tJambeth a 
large conference of Prelates of the Anglican 
Communion. Many resolutions were passed 
by them, and among these resolutions there 
Was one, voted by a large majority, which 
dondones, in certain citcurmmstances, practices 
éuphemistically described as birth control, 
which Christian tradition has consistently 
condemned as unnatural sin. 

“ I was abroad when this really destructive 
resolution was made public, and I know the 
intense surprise and real scandal to the 
Christian mind which have been caused at 
home and abroad by this abandonment oi 
uubroken traditional Christian teaching. 

‘It is recognised that prelates who adopted 
this resolution have abdicated any claim 
which they may have been thought to possess 
to be authorised exponents of Christian 
morality. 
‘WHOLLY MISLEADING.” 

“In order to justify their action they 
make appeal by relinesas, and not by quota- 
tion,. to what they understand to be the 
teaching of the Catholic Church. It is 
difficult to grasp what they really mean; for 
the reference is vague and veiled. I can only 
Shppose that some who are not trained 
theologians must have misread and mis 
interpreted some Catholic writers on moral 
theology, just as one not trained in law mis- 
understands a legal treatise. But the 
reference as it stands, and in the sense which 
it appears to bear, is quite inaccurate—I do 
not wish to use any stronger term—and 
wholly misleading. 

““ Lest, therefore, any be led astray by this 
resolution of the Lambeth Conference, and 
placed thereby in danger of committing 
grievous sin, I now reaffirm the teaching oí 
the Catholic Church on this subject, binding 
on the conscience of every man and every 
woman. Any direct interference with the 
natural consequence of marital relations— 
namely, conception, whether within the 
marriage state or outside it—is an unnatural 
vice, sinning against the nature which the 
Creator has bestowed upon us, and therefore 
grievously displeasing in His sight:”’

The funeral of the Earl of Birkenhead took 
place at Charlton-by-Newbottle, after service 


"at the Church of St. James, Newhbottle, on 


Saturday afternoon. The church could accom- 
modate only about 200 people. Tong before 
the Service began the unreserved portion of 
the building was occupied by labourers and 
other folk—some of whom had walked ten 
miles—from neighbouring villages. Many of 
the people who had come from outlying dis- 
tricts had to remain outside; so that there 
were two congregations—one within and the 
other without the church. 

The coffin had been brought to the, church 
on Friday evening, and had rested before the 
chancel throughout the night. 

The Service was conducted by the Suffragan 
Bishop of Peterborough (Dr. Lenn), who was 
assisted by the Rev. W. B. Bates, Vicar of 
Chariton. It was of the simplest character, 
and the only hymn was the late LEarl’s 
favourite one—‘‘ Lead, Kindly Light.”

EFFORTS TO STIMULATE 
TRADE. 


SPECIAL DISPLAYS 
IN ENGLAND. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Saturday. 

The depression in the Belfast linen trade 
continues. ‘There is a lack of orders for all 
classes Of cloth, but particularly for coarse 
qualities in ordinary widths. With the 
approach of the Christmas season, some 
orders are being received for handkerchiefs 
and fancy linens, and until the end of Novem- 
ber it is anticipated that there will be a 
good demand for this class of goods. 

The Irish Linen Guild has made arrange- 
ments for special displays of linen goods in 
the shops in the West End of London during 
October, and also in some of the larger stores 
in provincial cities in England. It is hoped 
that this will lead to a greater demand for 
damask tablecloths and napkins, pillow cases, 
sheetings, and towels, and that the 
prominence given to linen generally will lead 
io inquiry for other classes of linen goods, 

éHEAP RUSSIAN FLAX OFFER, 

Recently flax has been offered at a cheap 
price to Belfast spinners from fussia and 
other quarters; but the demand for linen 
varns is so poor at present that there is no 
desire to merease stocks of flax.

He said that the annual wages bill of a 
weaving factory with 650 looms at Belfast 
amounted to £36,444, with an additional 
sum of £1,200 for social services. In Belgium 
the wages bill of a factory of similar size 
was only £30,746, making a difference in this 
connection alone of about £7,000. Yet iu 
face of this the Government of the country 
allowed the Belgian manufacturer to send 
his goods into this country free, enabling him 
to keep his looms working and his workers 
employed while Belfast linen workers wi'ked 
the streets idle. 

‘Is that fair?” asked Mr. Somerset, who 
said that what they all wanted—employers 
and employés—was work, and more work, 
but the only thing the Socialist Government 
conid offer was the “ dole.”

PROBLEM OF CATERING. 

The survey of catering facilities for the 
Eucharist'c Congress, to be held in Dublin 
in 1932, is still going ahead. Sufficient pro- 
gress has been mace to bring home to the 
(Congress authorities the realisation of the in 
adequacy of existing catering units. Hotels 
and restaurants will be overtaxed by the 
pressure of business. 

The only real solution lies in the establish- 
ment of temporayy restaurants «nd in the 
extension of existing accommodation. It 1s 
hoped to arrange all catering on a coupon 
system, by which visitors staying in any tem- 
porary school, hostel, etc., will be fed at a 
conve.ient restaurant without tush or con- 
fusion. 

The proposed” system of temporary res- 
taurants in halis and other public buildings 
can only be carried into execution with the 
co-operation of Irish caterers, or, failing their 
aid, with the help of caterers from abroad. 

Given the ‘necessary co-operation, the Con- 
gress Committee do not foresee any insur- 
mountable difficulty. Every effort will be made 
to ensure smooth working of the scheme, 
and to provide against disproportionate stress 
heing felt at some points while «thers suffer 
from lack of business. Catering firms who 
con see their wav to take advantage of this 
rush of business should communicate at once 
with the Congress authorities.

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DUBLIN FIRE. 


PLAZA RESTAURANT 
DAMAGED. 


At one o'clock this morning a fire was 
discovered at the rear of the Pleza Restau- 
rant and Ballroom premises in Princes street, 
Dublin. When the Dublin Central Fire 
Brigade, under Captain Connolly, arrived, 
it was seen that the fire had gained « con 
siderable hold and was blazing furiously in- 
side on all three floors. The Buckingham 
street section was then summoned, and the 
work of controlling the fire began. The 
big fire escape was sent yp, and a couple 
of lines of hose played into the upper por- 
tions of the burning buildings, while other 
lines of hose were concentrated on the lower 
floors. 

Flames were seen issuing from the windows 
of the two upper floors at the rear of the 
ballroom and of the restaurant. 

The work of the firemen was hampered 
by the narrowness of Princes street, in which 
heavy volumes of smoke gathered. 

The searchlights of the fire engines lit up 
the back of the burning building faintly 
through the smoke and enabled the firemen 
to get on with their work. 
escapes were run up to the windows, ard 
from these lines of hose were played inside. 

Shortly after two o'clock an entrance was 
effected to the back entrance by the garage 
door. At this stage the ‘upper portion of 
the building was unaffected.

COSTLY '' JOY RIDE.” 
Austin Wallace (18), was fined £20, or, in 
defaylt, three months’: imprisonment, by 
Justice Flood at LIMERICK District Court 
for causing damage to the amount of £21 
19s. €d., to a motor car the property of 
Joseph Vincent Coogan, Mallow street, 
Limerick. Defendant took the car out of 
Mr. Coogan’s garage during Mr. Coogan s 
absence. He took the car with a number of 
boys for a ‘‘ joy-ride.’’ The car skidded and 
mounted ‘a ditch, and was put back in a 
damaged condition in the garage. The 
Justice said that defendant's action was that 
of a young blackguard. There was. an 
amount of “ joy-riding’’ which was most 
reprehensible and should be put down. 


SHEEP DIPPING. 

A large number of sheep owners was pro- 
secuted at CASTLEDERG on Saturday for 
failing to produce declarations that sheep 
which they were selling at a recent Castlederg 
fair had been dipped. Sergeant Flanagan, 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, said that the de- 
fendants produced certificates from the sheep- 
dipping inspector that the sheep had been 
dipped, but that was not sufficient. He had 
distributed the declaration forms to sh 3 
owners, but they would not take the trouble 
to fill them up. Captain Gosselin, R.M., said 
that the defendants were clearly, to blame, as 
the police had supplied them with everything 
required to make the declaration, and it only 
required a minutes work. When defendants 
would not obey they must pay. Imposing 
nominal penalties, Captain Gosselin, R.M., 
remarked that as sufficient warning now was 
given the penalties would be heavy in 
future. 


AFTER TWENTY-TWO YEARS. 

After twenty-two years of married life a 
woman sewed her husband at DUNDALK 
District Conit for maintenance, alleging that 
because of his drunken habits she and her 
four childrén had to live apart from him. The 
woman was Mrs. Bien Brennan, of Donegail 
avenue, Belfast, and the defendant was 
Patrick Brennan, a farmer, residing near 
Dundalk.

She had promised to 
return, but failed to do so. All he received 
out of the letting of his farm was £22 a year. 
District Justice Goff adjourned the case to 
enable the husband to make an offer of a 
weekly sum for the maintenance of the woman.

Shouts of ' Wake up, Germany,” resounded 
from all parts of the square, and thousands 
of Swastika emblems, the badge of the 
National Socialists (Fascists), were thrown 
into the air by ardent members of that 
party. Finally, mounted and foot police had 
to use force, and drove the demonstrators 
into side streets, where the uproar was con- 
tinued.

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GRADING OF BEEF. 


HIGHER QUALITY SUPPLIES 
FOR LONDON.

COMPULSORY POWERS 
SUGGESTED, 


The success of the grading and marking 
of beef in London, and its failure, owing to 
the opposition of certain sections of the trade, 
in Birmingham, are discussed im the report, 
issued on Naturday last, of the  Inter- 
Departmental Committee, consisting of Lord 
llenry Cavendish Bentinck, Mr. George 
Dallas. M.P.; and Sir Archibald Sinclair, 
M.I’., on the “Grading and Marking of 
beef.”’ 

““ All things considered,” states the report, 
“it appears ceitain that the scheme has, as 
was anticipated, attracted to London a better 
average quality of beef. On the whole the 
demand for marked beef appears to be most 
noticeable in the East End of London. Maáy 
manual workers insist on having beef of hign 
quality. The evidence given by the principal 
consumers’ co-operative societies, who have 
given invaluable support vo the scheme from 
the start, showed that co-operators are 
excellent cystomers for the best beeí from 
british farms." 

Since the commencement of the scheine 
Smithfield had absorbed larger quantities of 
Scotch and home-killed beef at slight'y 
higher prices. Wholesalers had fed the market 
with supplies of steadily improving quality. 
In spite of heavier consignments, wholesale 
prices have vemaiued more stable. i 

The Committee found that the quality el 
the demand was improving; supplies of 
marked »eef were cleared first on the whole- 
sale market; and the use of marked beef by 
clubs, hotels, and restaurants was increasing. 


THE OPPOSITION. 


‘ Several trade witnesses,”’ it is stated, 
‘‘ considered that the opposition shown to the 
scheme in certain quarters was partly due to 
its having already reduced the possibility cf 
substitution, and thus deprive dishonest 
traders of illicit profits. 2 

“For all buyers who insist on seeing the 
mark on the meat, the National Mark scheme 
does afford complete protection But, accord. 
ing to our evidence, it bas eertdinly not 
stopped substitution in London and Birming- 
him. This is because many housewives do 
not look for the mark, and, therefore, have 
only themselves to thank if they are sold 
chilled beef for Scotch or home-killed beef. 

The committee recommends the continua- 
tion of the scheme experimentally, both in 
London and Birmingham, until Ociober Slst, 
1931, and its extension experimentally for a 
veer to Leeds, including Bradford, to Cardiff 
and Swansea in jab vias and to Edinburgh 
Glasgow in Scotland. 
ote is farther recommended that the cost 
of grading and marking should be a charge 
on public funds. 

‘While, under present circumstances, it 
would be impracticable to make rading and 
marking of beef compulsory in all slaughter 
houses throughout the country,” says the 
report, ‘‘it would be quite feasible to intro- 
duce a compulsory scheme in any defined con- 
suming area; as part of any compulsory 
scheme, aay yearn should be made for the 

yment by traders for the grading services.

Toll for the Brave. 

On Saturday evening the world’s greatest 
airship began her flight from England to 
India. Within seven hours she lay, a 
blazing wreck, in Northern France, and 
‘only eight of her company of fifty-four men 
remained alive. The personal aspect of 
this most terrible of all disasters of the air 
claims our first attention. Perhaps, other 
airships will succeed R 101, but no human 
art can replace the brave and accomplished 
manhood which perished with her. Lord 
Thomson, the Minister for Air, is among 
the dead. He had been a good soldier ; he 
brought a high enthusiasm to his duties at 
the Air Ministry, and his faith in the air- 
ship’s future was apostolic. His dearest 
hopes were fixed in R101, and we can 
believe that he would not have wished to 
survive her. Sir W. Sefton Brancker, a 
dauntless pioneer of civil aviation, is his 
comradé in death. Of the officers and 
men of science who planned the airship 
and commanded her flight all have shared 
her fate. Ireland will lament especially 
the loss of her gallant son, Flight-Lieu- 
tenant H. C. Irwin, the captain of the 
airship: that post was an effective tribute 
to his skill and character. ~ All the men 
under his command—from navigator to 
fitter—were experts, and all, save eight, 
have made an equal sacrifi¢e. Who could 
have guessed that R 101 was “ built in the 
eclipse and rigged with curses dark? ’’ She 
was the mightiest craft that ever took the 
skies; her construction embodied the 
latest feats of science ; she burnt oil-fue]l— 
a notable saving of weight—and 
meteorology had piled all its secrets into 
the mapping of her path to India. Yet, 
within a few minutes after she had flashed 
forth a confident message, she was 
destroyed. Of course, her loss will involve 
the strictest inquiry.. For the moment 
her own wireless reports, the impressions 
of French eye-witnesses and the stories of 
survivors combine to suggest that, after a 
long struggle, at a low altitude, againat 
heavy winds, a sudden gust drove her to 
earth, and that an explosion of hydrogen 
gas completed her doom. 

The disaster must have an important bear- 
ing on Britain’sair policy. Of the twomain 
schools of thought in the Royal Air Force, 
one favours the airship for long-distance |, 
travel. The other champions the cheaper 
and swifter aeroplane, which, indeed; 
equal to all existing demands for mail and 
fast passenger traffic. The present Govern- 
ment, influenced by Lord Thomson's zeal, 
has given consistent encouragement to the 
airship. It has spent millions on this de- 
velopment; mooring masts have been 
erected in three continents ; the success of 
R 101’s flight would have portended 
regular to Canada, to India 
(via Egypt), and, at a later stage, to 
Australia. These projects are on the 
agenda of the Imperial Conference, but we 
may suppose that now the delegates will 
approach them with an altered mind. 
To-day’s news furnishes grim support for 
the school which holds that airships are 
too costly, are unwieldy, are too much at 
the elements’ mercy and expose too many 
lives to the risks of a single crash. The 
present year has taken a large levy of 
young life in the Royal Air Force, but the 
total loss through accidents to some forty 
aeroplanes is helow yesterday’s dreadful 
exaction. It may be found that the fate 
of R 101 has deferred by many years the 
day when airships will link the most 


services 


distant Dominions to the mother country. 
Such considerations, however, are for to- 
morrow. Now, in this hour of “ national 
—they are the King’s words— 
our thoughts must be with those who 
mourn the gallant dead. 
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Hard Times. 


The United States, in common with the 
nations of Europe, are looking forward 
to the winter with some concern. Except 
in Detroit, where the wizardry of Mr. 
Henry Ford has enabled a tentative hope 
of future work to be offered to some of the 
city’s eighty thousand workless, the big 


towns are rotten with unemployment. 
According to the Special Correspondent of 
the Observer, the immediate problem con- 
fronting the officials of the Ford under- 
takings is to avoid foreclosure on the 
multitude of instalment-purchased homes 
while their insecure occupants are being 
into the factories. Other towns, 
lacking a Henry Ford, are in graver 
distress. So acute has the position besome 
that the Governor of New York State 
proposes to accommodate the homeless in 
the militia armouries. In the meanwhile 
Mr. Hoover is doing what he may to 
maintain public confidence in the essential 
wealth of America. Addressing the bankers 
in convention at Cleveland, he admitted 
the economic crisis, but urged wholesale 
and retail buyers to abate nothing of their 
expenditure, presumably on the ground 
that work must be created at all hazards. 
Mr. Hoover referred to “the un- 
paralleled machinery of production 
and distribution,’’ but did not deem 
himself inconsistent when he attributed 
the cause of world depression to over- 
production. 

whe United States are suffering to-day 
as much from over-production as from 
anything else. Indeed, this evil exists 
everywhere. The truth is, of course, that 
production has outrun temporarily the 
power of the world to absorb it, 
and thus salvation lies in immediate 
retrenchment. We understand that the 
United States are making a small 
effort in this direction, 
| cut of £17,000,000 will 
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Government expenses in the next Budget. 

Since, however, a fall of £30,000,000 in 
the revenue has been announced, this 
economy does not appear impressive. Ger- 
many, alone among the nations, is making 
a whole-hearted effort to grapple with 
the difficulty. The Brining Cabinet, in 
a preamble introducing its ““ economic 
and financial plan,” strikes bravely at 
the root of the problem. The preamble 
states frankly that ‘‘the support of the 
unemployed is only an emergency 
measure,” and that ‘‘ the revenue and 
expenditure of the unemployment insur- 
ance system ” will be balanced without 
recourse to the Budget. Moreover, no 
attempt will be made to spend money 
that does not exist. A drastic reduction 
in the salaries of officials, including that 
of President Hindenburg, will be of value 
both as an example and as a needful 
economy. 

Britain as yet has shown few signs that 
she proposes to economise. Her Labour 
Government would prefer to face bank- 
ruptcy rather than to face the constituencies 
with the admission that industry no longer 
can afford to carry the workless upon its 
back. We doubt if a Conservative Govern- 
ment would develop the necessary courage ; 
yet every day that the decision is post- 
poned must aggravate the unpleasantness 
of its ultimate appearance. It may be 
argued that Britain’s condition is different 
from that of the United States. While 
the American Republic is richer in un- 
tapped resources, her fiscal structure, both 
actually and psychologically, is far more 
artificial than the British. Hire-purchase 
in Britain is not yet a universal habit, and 
her stock matkets do not rely so heavily 
as Wall street relies on marginal credits. 
Nevertheless, Britain has small cause 
for congratulation where her industries 
and financial concerned. 
While much may be hoped legitimately 
from the deliberations of the Imperial 
pConference, no return to real prosperity 
can be made until British statesmen are 
preparéd to educate the people on certain 
essential facts. It is not enough to save 
money on service votes if the money 
thereby saved is to be squandered on the 
unproductive. While new markets are 
being found—or, rather, while old markets 
are being rehabilitated—strict economy 
must be Britain’s watchword. 
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The Population of Britain. 


Throughout England and Wales the 
estimated population during 1929 in- 
creased by 125,000, or 1.32 per cent., above 
the figures for 1928, but it seems reason- 
ably clear that this resule is due to 
immigrztion from other countries— 
Irish Free 
these two countries the 
decline in jopulation was small, but 
noticeable. Scotland lost during the year 
9,000, or .18 per cent., of her people, and 
3 Free State figures decreased by 6,000, 

“0 per cent., while Northern Ireland's 
aad remained static. Throughout 
the islands there was a general rise of 
110,000, or .23 per cent. since 1928, but 
its causes are. not such as to inspire hope. 
Unfortun:tely, the British review does not 
provide the birth-rat-: figures for Ireland, 
so that a careful calculation: of the year’s 
tendency cannot be made; but the figures 
quoted for England and Wales show that 
the post-war decline continues. The 
births registered in 1929 numbered 
643,675— a figure which is equivalent to 
a rate of 1.65 per cent. of the population, 
and shows a decline of .4 per cent. fro 
the 1928 record. A comparison of these 
statistics with the marriage rate for 
1929, which reached a higher level than 
it had attained since 1921, provides a 
significant commentary on the paradox of 
modern conditions. Next year the de- 
cennial census of Great Britain will be 
taken. It will be interesting to compare 
its conclusions with those derived from 
the 1926 survey in the Free State. 
England’s problem at the moment is the 
more acute, but a decline in population 
would be fraught with far more danger to 
Ireland than to the crowded sister 
country. 
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Cheaper Fiction. 


Those who have battened from boyhood 
on the sound meat of the classics, ancient 
and modern, must have wondered from 
time to time at the vast mass of fiction 
that is poured from the world’s presses 
during these latter days. Here and there 
amidst this colossal output a work of 
real genius rhines conspicuously, but the 
great majority of modern novels neither 
possess value in critical eyes nor contrive 
to catch the popular fancy. How do these 
third-raters find a publisher, and why, 
above all, must every one of them appear 
at a standard price of 7s. 6d.—a sum for 
which, in these days of cheap reprints, 
one can procure three volumes of the 
immortals? Admittedly, they do not profit 
the publishers, who, nevertheless, through 
the stress of competition, are compelled 
to continue the publication of undistin- 
guished volumes in the hope that one will 
prove a “' best-seller’’ and will compen- 
sate for the losses sustained on the rest. 
An English company now proposes 
to issue new and carefully chosen novels 
at the price of three shillings. The pro- 
moter maintains that his action not only 
will be more lucrative than the present 
system, but will cause a general reduction 
in the price of novels within a short time. 
Our blessings are on the venture, and we 
do not doubt that the higher ranks of 
novelists will afford it an equally enthu- 
siastic welcome. Even at three shillings, 
however, much modern fiction is grossly 
dear.

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A rumour’ that something terrible had 
happened to the R101 spread through 
London quite early this morning, and, in 
the absence of the usual morning papers. 
there was much anxiety to know whether 
the story was true. It was not until 
nearly church-time that the special 
editions of the Sunday papers reached tlie 
suburbs and the awful details of the most 
serious aerial disaster yet recorded 
became generally known. They created a 
very great impression; for it was apparent 
that many important men had gone to 
their deaths in the service of their 
country. Lord Thomson, the Minister of 
Air, always has shown a marked devotion 
to the work of his Ministry and never 
has feared to take the chances which his 
subordinates were asked to take. The 
loss of Sir Sefton Brancker is a heavy 
blow to the cause of civil aviation, since 
he has been its inspiration and its support 
for a long time. 


Mr. Macdonald's Difficulties. 
The death of Lord Thomson will add 


another anxiety to the worries of the 
Prime Minister; for he must find a good 
man to succeed to the Air Ministry, and 
the task will not be easy at the moment. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is faithful to his 
friends, and the blow will be a very heav) 
one to him personally, apart from the 
fact that it may interfere with his inten 
tion to attend the Labour Party Con 
ference at Llandudno, where he has 
undertaken to speak. The general defence 
of the Government against the attacks 
which will be launched against it by the 
extremists will be in the hands of Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, who is respected by 
all sections of the party. I understand 
that the Vabinet is very anxious about 
the outcome of the discussions on the 
unemployment question; for it is feared 
that the Conference may come to an 
almost unanimous decision that the 
Government ought to secure greater 
powers than it possesses at present to deal 
with the case of the workless. 


The Conservative Programme. 


Mr. Baldwin will meet his principal 
colleagues in council on Tuesday next, 
when it is expected that there will be 
much discussion about the Conservative 
Party's future policy and about the ‘ton- 
vocation of a meeting of the party within 
the next few weeks—certainly before the 
State opening of Parliament. In iegard 

licy, it is known that Mr. Baldwin 
etermined to make no great attack on 
the Government during the sittings of the 
Imperial Conference and the India Round 
Table Conference, but that he will wait 
until the ‘spring, when gloves will be 
taken off in the House of Commons and 
the country. The party meeting is likely 
to see some interesting developments ; for, 
as I have mentioned already, it ig likely 
that the Conservative leader will Py maid 
the changes to be made in the party pro- 
gramme. These have been the subject of 
grave deliberations before submission ga 
the meeting, but they show, it is said, 
very distinct advance on the “ her 
first ” idea, while the referendum is likely 
to disappear for ever—particularly as a 
reliminary to the imposition of taxes. 
hether Mr. Baldwin will go far enough 
to meet the views of the leaders of the 
Empire Free Trade Party is very doubt- 
ful, but he certainly will satisfy the de- 
mands of many of their followers. 


An Unjustified Rumour. 


A chance remark by Lord Cecil of 
Chelw»0d about the improbability of his 
attendance at the next meetings of the 
League of Nations at Geneva.created quite 
a flutter in diplomatic circles, where the 
conclusion was drawn that he was giving 
up the work which he has performed so 
brilliantly for years. It appears that 
Lord Cecil simply was referring to the 
possibility that the Labour Government 
might be out of office when the next meet- 
ings of the League took place; for he 
mentioned that it was a minority Govern- 
ment, dependent upon the good-will of the 
Liberals. 


A Royal, Betrothal. 


The King of Bulgaria for years has been 
suggested as a possible husband for a 
daughter of the King of Italy. At last the 
match has been arranged by Signor 
Mussolini, and the choice has fallen upon 
Princess Giovanna, who is Said to be very 
sprightly: and pretty. King Boris often 
has been described as the loneliest King in 
Euro uite possibly, because he is un- 
married—but, In any event, he is one of 
the most cultured ; for he speaks many 
languages with great facility and is ex- 
tremely well read. He is a great French 
scholar, a keen ornithologist and a very 
fine entomologist. His scientific pursuits 
attract him to his country homes, though 
he has a charming palace in Sofia. The 
se as monarchs go, is not rich, thouch 
his father, King Ferdinand, who abdicated 
after the War, was formerly one of the 
richest Princes of Europe, and even now 
must be very wealthy. 


Empire Day. 


A memorial tablet to the late Earl of 
Meath, founder of Empire Day, will be 
unveiled by his son, the present Earl, in 
Christ. Church, Ottershaw, Surrey, next 
Saturday. It has been presented by the 
Empire Day Movement Committee of the 
j.oyal Empire Society, which was known 
formerly as the Royal Colonial Institute, 
and will be unveiled by the Bishop ol 
Guildford. Few men have worked more 
earnestly in the cause of a movement, 
few have met with such success, and few 
have had their efforts so generally recog 
nised as the late Earl of Meath. He gave 
a great part of his life to the promotion 

of the Empire Day movement, and the 
lament playel last May at the great 
demonstration in Hyde Park was a 
public tribute to his patriotismy and per- 
sistence. 


Music and Controversy. 


When the excitement engendered bv 
the controversy between Sir Hamilton 
Harty and the British Broadcasting Cor- 
sayy has died down it will be the 

ritish public who will give the casting 
vote. and its verdict will be deeided bv 
results. The fact that the Hallé 
Orchestra and the B.B.C. Orchestra both 
will give a series of symphony concerts 
in the Queen’s Hall this winter wil! 
arouse keen interest in the merits of the 
‘two institutions. Only two out of the 
hundred Hallé players have been tempted 
to leave their Northern fastness for the 
delights of London and the B.B.C., an 
the new tuba player, once a tram- guard. 
is an exceptionally fine player of his in- 
strument. Sir Hamilton Harty and his 
Hallé musicians will be on their mettle 
more than ever, and as his programmes 
are distinguished for their catholicity «f 
choice, the first concert, in which 
Berlioz’s remarkable ‘‘ Messe des Morts ” 
is the principal feature, will be awaited 
with unusual interest. 


Dr. Sthamer’s Opinion. 


On account of his intimate knowledge 
of German affairs and his disinterested 
judgment in regard to party politics, tho 
opinion of Dr. Sthamer, the retiring 
German Ambassador in London, must 
have special weight. Before he sailed 
from Southampton for Hamburg he ex- 
pressed himself unperturbed about the 
situation in Germany that has followed 
the recent elections, and added that he 
was sure that there was no reason to 
expect any alteration in the Govern- 
ment’s policy. Any change in Germany 
would be more economic than political,

THE AUTUMN HANDICAPS. 


Fad Our TRAVALLING CORRESPONDENT. 
ONDON, Sunday Night. 

The week-end has brought signs of a re- 
turn to sanity on the great dope controversy 
which has been raging ever since Monday 
lat, when the notification was issued frem 
thé vekistry office that another trainer had 
been warned off for the administration ot a 
drug to a horse. 

It is possible that there may be another 
case or two arising out of the specimens of 
the saliva of a number of horses that have 
been: taken recently, but to all intents and 
yurposes we have ‘heard the last of doping 
for a long time to come. The trainers who 
have been in the habit of using dope 
vegularly—it should be stated that their 
- number was strictly limited—are not in the 
least likely to go on with the practice. 

A STEWARD'S VIEW. 

There is one point, however, arising out 
of it ell on which some trainers seem a little 
purzied. They ask whether the administra- 
tion of the ordinary tonics that are given in 
so many stables to horses who are noi, doing 
well can come under the heading of dope. 
Most of these tonics contain arsenic, and 
thév would like to be assured that arsenic 
is not considered by the Stewards to be a 
dope 
i many owners and trainers took the 
matter seriously that I asked the opinion of 
a Steward of the Jockey Club on this point, 
and he said that he for one would never 
imagine for a moment that a tonic which 
contyined a minute quantity or arsenic, given 
for its legitimate purpose, could be considered 
a dope. Theat view. he thought, was con- 
curred in by his fellow-stewards: so trainers 
ean set their minds at ease on this peint, 

There is another point that has been 

raised Trainers asked why when a swab of 

“t saliva of one of their horses is taken and 
forwadbes for examination another cannot be 
taken and handed to their own veterinary 
surgeon for separate examination. This is 
the custom which, I believe, prevails in 
France. The pro edure in England is that 
when a ywahb is officially taken, either by the 
Jockey Club's own veterinary surgeon or, 
awev frem Newmarket, the veterinary surgeon 
fe the meeting, it is placed in a sealed jar, 
shelled and forwarded to the registry office. 
BENEFIT OF THE DOUBT 

Messrs. Weatherby then séad it to a 
pathelogical laboratory for analysis. and the 
assistant there has not the remotest idea 
whether it is 4 specimen of the salivia. say 
ef the Derby winner, or that of ene of the 
dray horses of the North-Fastern Railway.

That he is a really good horse was 
proved by the ease with which he carried his 
bie burden to victory in the a going on 
Saiurday, and as he stayed the full Anglesey 
distance at the Curragh he may well turn 
out to be one of the best of the progeny of 
Soldennis. Mrs. Mackean may well be de- 
scribed as a lucky owner, since she owns such 
horses as Soliped, Salisbury and Sol de Terre. 
The unlucky Glass Gift again fimished second, 
but no excuse could be made for her defeat 
on this occasion. 

Sir Walter Raleigh was not a runner for 
the La Touche Plate, his owner preferring to 
let him take his chance in the Tallaght 
Plate, in which the opposition was not so 
strong.

PERMITS FOR 
REVOLVERS. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE’S VIEW. 


“ Every time he meets me he pulls out 
a revolver,” said Joseph Martin, Gurteengar, 
Lanesborough, at a Special Court in Long- 
ford, when making a complaint against Patrick 
Farrell, farmer, of the-same district. Farrell 
and Martin had cases and cross-cases for as- 
sanit on September 30. 

Martin said that Farrel] came up on a 
bicycle and beat him. 
_In cross-examination, Martin edmitted that 
six years ago he fired at Farrell, and said 
that he threw the gun which he used on 
that occasion in a river. He had been given 
a suspensory sentence of eighteen months five 
years ago for wounding Farrell. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Delany, solici- 
tor, he said that Farrell lived on a farm 
which belonged to his (Martin's) uncle, and 
it was sold by the courts. 

District Justice Kenny—When you threw 
away the gun did you think you had done 
Farrell? -: 

Martin—I knew J had tot. 

Patrick Farrell’s version of the occurrence 
on September 50 was that he was attacked 
by Martin, a brother of Martin s and a sister.

GROUP’S CHOICE. 


A meeting of the North City Executive of 
Cumann na nGaedheal was held at 5 Parnell 
square, Dublin, on Saturday night. 

Mr. John Homan ‘presided. = 

Mr. James N. Dolan, T.D., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that. that meeting had been 
‘ealled to take stock of the result of the recent 
elections ior the city and county of Dublin. 
They had been called there two weeks ago, 
and the organisation had asked them to co- 

te with them to prevent the introduction 
of politics to the City and County Councyls. 
A CLEAR ANSWER. 

“ On that occasion,” continued Mr. Dolan, 
“we put before you the necessity for our 
organisation to take serious not. of the pos'- 
tion and to. enter whole-heartedly into the 
elections, not to secure the return of repre- 
sentatives pledged to stand by party in these 
Councils, but to meet and defeat the attempt 
of Fianna Fáil to secure control of the Dublin 
Corporation and of the Dublin County Council. 
You responded whole-heartedly to our appeal 
on that occasion, and I desire on behalf of 
the. Standing Committee of Cumann na 
nGaedheal to congratulate you on the result, 
You met the organised attempt of Fianna 
Fáil, and have signally defeated them. We 
went in behind candidates who were pledged 
to keep politics out of these Councils, and we 
put before you the names oí men and women 
who had been selected as standard-bearers 
for better business and clean administration 
in our loéal affairs, pledged to look after the 
interest of the people and pledged to keep all 
introduction of party politics out of the 
Council. The Fianna Fail leaders have for 
some time been saying that the tide of public 
opinion was flowing with them in their big 
push to place Mr. de Valera in control of the 
destinies of our country. They have now got 
a clear, decisive answer from the electorate 
of the city and county of Dublin.’’ (Applause. ) 

“ FOOD FOR THOUGHT.” 

Dr. .O’Higgins, T.D., said that in America 
their opponents had. been talking about the 
Battle of Clontarf, but he would say that the 
victory last week in the Dublin elections was 
the biggest victory won in Ireland since the 
Battle of Clontarf. The result of that election 
gave food for thought. and showed the change 
that had taken place in the minds of the 
electors. It was the most thorough repudiation 
of a big political party that had ever occurred 
in the aes of the world. He did not think 
that a party had fallen from such a powerful 
position to such a contemptuous position in 
so short a space of time as Fianna Fail had 
fallen in this election. Their position had 
been one of fifty-fifty a short time ago, and 
now ‘it was in the neighbourhood of ten or 
fifteen per cent. The electors had struck one 
of the strongest blows for that city that had 
been struck for many a vear. 

THE LORD MAYORALTY. 

The first task of the new Corporation, said 
Dr. O'Higgins, would be the election of a 
Lord Mayor, and Senator Alfred Byrne had 
been selected as the represtntative of that 
group for the position. If Senator Byrne had 
made any enemies he had made them by the 
work he had done for the poor of Dublin. 
Senator Byrne was one of the whitest men 
that ever walke@ around that city, and stood 
for justice for all men. 

Mr, P. S. Doyle, T.D., said that one of 
Fianna Fail’s chief spokesmen said before the 
election that the new Citv Council would be a

INCREMENTAL SALARIES 
REGULATIONS. 

The rules for the payment of incremental 
salaries to secondary teachers made by the 
Frée State Minister for Education, with the 
consent of the Minister for Finance, have just 
been issued, and will operate as from August, 


Having given the usual official definitions, 
together with the rules for the determinetion 
of the teacher's position on the scale and 
the method of payment, the “rules” go on 
to say :'— 

‘‘Incremental salary calculated on the 
length of approved teaching service may be 
paid to recognised teachers in secondary 
schools in accordance with these rules, but 
nothing therein shall be construed as con- 
ferring any right upon .a secondary school 
teacher to receive such incremental salary, 
and every payment shall be at the absolute 
discretion of the Minister. 


the recognised staff of a primary school in 
receipt of financial aid from the Department 
shall not be eligible to receive incremental! 
salary. 

INCREMENTAL SCALES. 

“The incremental salary to be paid to a re- 
cognised teacher in respect of any school year 
shall, subject to the conditions of these rules, 
be based on the total number of completed 
years of approved teaching service given by 
the teacher up to the last day of the previous 
school year, and shall be reckoned according 
to the following scales :—(a) Men: Ten annual 
increments of £12 each, and subsequently six 
annual increments of £15 each; (b) women: 
twelve annual increments of £10 each; and 
in addition two increments of £20 each in 
the case of men and women holding an 
honours degree (first or second class) of an 
Irish or a British University, or a University 
degree or diploma accepted by the Minister 
as equivalent thereto; one of these increments 
to accrue as from the first day of the quarter 
after registration has been definitely granted 
to the teacher or the degree has been con- 
ferred, whichever is the later, and the other 
at the end of the scale.”’ 

The conditions and regulations regarding 
the payment of grants to secondary schools 
in respect of the school year 1930-31 have 
been issued also.

PUBLIC HEALTH 
~ REFORM. - 
RAPID ADVANCE IN 
FREE STATE. 


- 


Dr. Edward F. Stephenson, Chief Medical 
Adviser, Department of Local Government 
and Public Health, Dublin, contributes an 
article to this month’s Journal of State 
Medicine, the official journal of the Royal 
Institute of Public Health 
which he describes the public health organi- 
sation in the Irish Free State, and from 
which we extract the following particulars :— 

“ All the essential health services, pre- 
ventive and curative,”’ he says, are now 
assembled under the Department of Local 
Government. and Public Health, and com- 
plete co-ordination is being effected in the 
central and local administration. Unlike 
England, Wales and Scotland, the medical 
inspection and treatment of school children 
is an integral part of public health adminis- 
tration, exercised by the County Board of 
Health and Borough Councils, under the con- 
trol of the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health. 

‘The medical inspection of school children, 
and the action following upon it, form an 
important branch of public health work, and 
the placing of this service under the central 
health authority has facilitated the initiation 
and development of county health schemes. 

“At the passing of the Act of 1925, with 
the exception of the Dublin County Borough, 
there was no whole-time Medical Cfficer 
of Health in the Irish Free State. It 
would be readily understood,” says the 
doctor, “that the proposal to establish a new 
service with whole-time officials was not re- 
ceived with enthusiasm. The magnitude of 
the problem and the vagueness of its develop- 
ments, as weil as the adverse financial circum- 
stances that prevailed in many counties, 
acted as deterrents at the outset. The progress 
of preventive medicine depends in a great 
measure on the enlightenment and education 
of the people, and it was realised by the 
central authority that before any material 
advance could be made in health reform, the 
public should be educated in the needs of the 
country. Moreover, it was foreseen that the 
success of the new system of public health 
administ:ation would depend, to a great 
extent, on the proficiency and energy of the 
persons appointed to fill the position of 
County Medical Officer of Health. A cam- 
paign was inaugurated ard steadily pursued 
through the medium of ihe Press and by 
direct communication with local authorities. 
dealing with the question from every point of 
view, showing the sanitary defects and un 
healthy conditions that existed, the import- 
ance of protecting the meat and milk supplies, 
amd the pressing call for the correction and 
treatment of the defects of the school child. 

“The success of the educational campaign 
is shown to-day by the presence of fifteen 
whole-time County Medical Officers of Health 
in the Free State, by the steady development 
of the county health schemes, the progress 
of school medical service in the four county 
boroughs and in many counties, the special 
efforts that are being mA&de in the eradication 
af endemic disease, and by the better super- 
vision of the food supplies. 

‘Public health reform has advanced 
rapidly in the Free State, perhaps more so 
than in any other country; yet the health 
schemes are laid on solid foundations, capable 
of expansion on definite and systematic lines. 
Recent developments in Dublin include the 
appointment of a whole-time medical of-er 
in charge of the maternity and « hild-welfare 
arrangements, and closer co-ordination with 
the great maternity hospitals of the city. A 
few years has seen a wonderful change in 
the public health organisation of Cork 
County Borough. One part-time officiil has 
been replaced by three whole-time perme net 
officials, i.¢., a medical superintendent officer 
of health, an assistant and a school medica! 
officer, with appropriate staffs. The school 
medical service is efficient and complete. 

‘‘ Diphtheria immunisation schemes are in 
operation in Dublin and Cork, and the clinics 
are well attended. The veterinary staffs in 
Dublin, Cork and Limerick have been in- 
creased, and the supervision of the meat 
supplies is very thorough. In Waterford, 
also, arrangements are made for the examina. 
tion and branding of meat before it can be 
sold in the city.”’ 


NORTHERN MINISTER 
AND EDUCATION. 


NEW COUNTY ANTRIM 
SCHOOL OPENED. 

The Northern Ireland Minister of Com- 
merce (the Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour, 
D.L.), opening a new school at Dunmurry. 
County Antrim, said that when children got 
at the end of the compulsory school age, 
they should be educated in the idea that 
manual labour, or physical labour, was just 
as honourable, and afforded just as much; 
scope as clerical labour. Then, at the end 
of the compulsory period, scholars should 
begin to branch out, and those who were 
going to follow manual labour should go to 
the technical school. He was thoroughly in 
favour of the secondary education, and also 
the admirable instruction given in their tech- 
nical schools. While that school marked an 
immense advance on buildings provided in 
olden days, he did not think they should fail 
in ftemembering with gratitude what had 
been done for education by voluntary efiort 
in days gone by. 

Education was one of those instances in 
which the State and the individual came 
close together. The State was anxious on 
its part to have an intelligent, well-educated 
progressive people, who would be able, not 
only to support themselves, but also be able 
to contribute to the progress, well-being. and 
advancement of the Province as a whole. 
That was the interest of the State. 

THE SCHOOL AGE. 

Out of their population of 1.250.000, there 
were no fewer than 200,000 attending schools, 
which showed what large proportion of the 
population they were providing for when 
they were discussingAhe school age. 

Some time ago, there were 952 pupils 
between the ages of three and four years of 
age on the rolls of the schools; 17,095 
between the ages of four and six, and at the 
other extreme, 9,405 of fourteen years and 
over. Altogether, that meant there were 
over 27,000 pupils either under or over the 
school age of compulsory attendance. 

Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., M.P., Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Northern Ireland 
Ministry of Education, said that the presence 
of children, either under or over school age, 
did not involve the exclusion of children in 
the compulsory school age. His view was 
that where there was space in a school it was 
right that children should ‘start early. 

A WRONG TURNING. 

As to clerical and manual labour, his 
Opinion was that the ideas of the youth of 
the present, or the immediate past genera- 
tion, had taken a wrong turning when they 
sought so much on concentrating in town, 
and working not at manual labour, but at 
clerical labour. 

In his opinion a far greater majority would 
have been better employed in the country, in 
the fields, or in the workshops, doing manual! 
labour rather than endeavouring to do the 
work of a clerk, or messenger, or other em- 
ployment of that sort.

FOR FREE STATE 
LISTENERS. 
Steps are being taken for the erection 
of a central high-power broadcasting stat:on 
for the Irish Free State. The venue has 
not vet been definitely selected, but it will 
be situated towards the centre of the Free 
State, probably at Athlone. i 
A contract for the work has been given 
to the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Co., Ltd., 


‘through Marconi (Ireland), Ltd., and the 


necessary equipment is at present being 
manufactured. 
The station will be modelled on the lines 
of the British Broadcasting Corporation's 
regional stations, but it will be more power- 
ful than Daventry station, and will be one 
of the most powerful stations in Europe. 
The power of the station will be 60 kilo- 
watts, and if it does not place the whole 
of the Free State within the range of crystal 
sets the Government will be able, with a 
minimum of expense, to remedy the defect 
by increasing the power by nearly a hun- 
dred per cent, if necessary.

At the conference it was agreed that, owing 

to the late harvest, the campaign this year 

would begin on the 3rd ‘November, which 


date is a week later than last year, 


PERMITS FOR 
REVOLVERS. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE’S VIEW. 


‘Every time he meets. me he pulls out 
a revolver,”’ said Joseph Martin, .Gurteengar, 
Lanesborough, at a Special Court in Long- 
ford, when making a complaint against Patrick 
Farrell, farmer, of the-same district. Farrell 
and Martin had cases and cross-cases for as- 
sanit on September 30. 

Martin said that Farrell came up on a 
bicycle and beat him. 
In cross-examination, Martin edmitted that 
Six years ago he fired at Farrell, and said 
that he threw the gun which he used on 
that occasion in a river. He had been given 
a suspensory sentence of eighteen months five 
years ago for wounding Farrell. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Delany, solici- 
tor, he said that Farrell lived on a farm 
which belonged to his (Martin's) uncle, and 
it was sold by the courts. 

District Justice Kenny—When you threw 
away the gun did you think you had done 
Farrell ? 

Martin—I knew J had tot. 

Patrick Farrell's version of the occurrence 
on September 50 was that he was attacked 
by Martin, a brother of Martin's and a sister. 
Joseph Martin, he said, pulled him off his 
bicycle by the collar of his coat, beat him. 
and the whcle party put him egainst a wall 
and searched him. He complained that he 
had been subject to much annoyance hy the 
Martins, due to the fact that he now owned 
a farm which formerly belonged to their uncle, 
and he had been shot six years sgo by Joseph 
Martin. 

Justice Kenny, adjourning the cases until 
November 12th, said that if the revolver was 
given up it would solve the whole difficulty. 

Mr. Delanv—And if Martin would give up 
the gun he has. 

Justice Kenny—If I had my way I would 
cancel all permits for revolvers. 

Mr. Delany—It was at. the suggestion of 
the President of the High Court that Farrell 
got the revolver after he was shot. . 

Justice Kenny—A lot of water has passed 
under the bridges since then. We onght to 
recognise that we have got stable govern- 
ment now, and that it is not necessary for 
civilians to be armed. 

Mr. Farrell (Solicitor)}—I certainly ‘think 
that the carrying of a revolver is a danger 
to the whole cémmunity, and I hope that your 
remarks on the question will get wide 
publicity. i 

Justice Kenry—It is against the principle 
of government. The Guards are there to 
carry out the duty of preserving the peace, 
and the very fact of people having permits 
is an admission—it may be wrong, as I know 
it is—but it. is an admission ‘that they are 
able to do so.

A meeting of the North City Executive of 
Cumann na nGaedheal was held at 5 Parnell 
square, Dublin, on Saturday night.

Mr. James N. Dolan, T.D., Parliamentary 
Secretary ‘to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that that meeting had been 


‘called to take stock of the result of the recent 


elections ior the city and county of Dublin. 

They had been called there two weeks ago, 

and the organisation had asked them to co- 

operate with them to prevent the introduction 

of politics to the City and County Councyls. 
A CLEAR ANSWER. 

“ On that occasion,” continued Mr. Dolan, 
“we put before you the necessity for our 
organisation to take serious not. of the pos'- 
tion and to. enter whole-hearted/y into the 
elections, not to secure the return of repre- 
sentatives pledged to stand by party in these 
Councils, but to meet and defeat the attempt 
of Fianna Fáil to secure control of the Dublin 
Corporation and of the Dublin County Council. 
You responded whole-heartedly to our appeal 
on that occasion, and I desire on behalf of 
the. Standing Committee of Cumann na 
nGaedheal] to congratulate you on the result, 
You met the organised attempt of Fianna 
Fail, and have signally defeated them. We 
went in behind candidates who were pledged 
to keep politics out of these Councils, and we 
put before you the names oí men and women 
who had been selected as standard-bearers 
for better business and clean administration 
in our loéal affairs, pledged to look after the 
interest of the people and pledged to keep all 
introduction of party politics out of the 
Council.

Dr. .O’Higgins, T.D., said that in America 
their opponents had been talking about the 
Battle of Clontarf, bút he would say that the 
victory last week in the Dublin elections was 
the biggest victory won in Ireland since the 
Battle of Clontarf. The result of that election 
gave food for thought, and showed the change 
that had taken place in the minds of the 
electors.

SECONDARY TEACHERS 
IN FREE STATE. 


-. 


INCREMENTAL SALARIES 
REGULATIONS. 


The rules for the payment of incremental 
salaries to secondary teachers made by the 
Frée State Minister for Education, with the 
consent of the Minister for Finance, have just 
been issued, and will operate as from August, 


Having given the usual official definitions, 
together with the rules for the determination 
of the teacher's position on the scale and 
the method of payment, the “ rules " go on 
to say :— 

‘‘Ineremental salary calculated on the 
length of approved teaching service may be 
paid to recognised teachers in secondary 
schools in accordance with these rules, but 
nothing therein shall be construed as con- 
ferring any right upon .a secondary school 
teacher to receive such incremental salary, 
and every payment shall be at the absolute 
discretion of the Minister. 


the recognised staff of a primary school in 
receipt of financial aid from the Department 
shall not be eligible to receive incremental 
salary. 

INCREMENTAL SCALES. 

“The incremental salary to be paid to a re- 
cognised teacher in respect of any school year 
shall, subject to the conditions of these rules, 
be based on the total number of completed 
years of approved teaching service given by 
the teacher up to the last day of the previous 
school year, and shall be reckoned according 
to the following scales :—(a) Men: Ten annual 
increments of £12 each, and subsequently six 
annual increments of £15 each; (b) women: 
twelve annual increments of £10 each; and 
in addition two increments of £20 each in 
the case of men and women holding an 
honours degree (first or second class) of an 
Irish or a British University, or a University 
degree or diploma accepted by the Minister 
as equivalent thereto; one of these increments 
to accrue as from the first day of the quarter 
after registration has been definitely granted 
to the teacher or the degree has been con- 
ferred, whichever is the later, and the other 
at the end of the scale.”’ 

The conditions and regulations regarding 
the payment of grants to secondary schools 
in respect of the school year 1930-31 have 
been issued also.

PUBLIC HEALTH 
REFORM. 


RAPID ADVANCE IN 
FREE STATE. 


—-— --&— —— 


Dr. Edward F. Stephenson, Chief Medical 
Adviser, Department of Local Government 
and Public Health, Dublin, contributes an 
article to this month’s Journal of State 
Medicine, the official journal of the Royo) 
Institute of Public Health (England), in 
which he describes the public health orgami- 
sation in the Irish Free State, and from 
which we extract the following particulars :— 

“All the essential health services, pre- 


ventive and curative,” he says, are now. 


assembled under the Department of Loca! 
Government. and Public Health, and com- 
plete co-ordination is being effected in the 
central and local administration. Unlike 
England, Wales and Scotland, the medical 
inspection and treatment of school children 
is an integral part of public health adminis- 
tration, exercised by the County Board of 
Health and Borough Councils, under the con- 
trol of the Department of Local Government 
and Public Health. 

“The medical inspection of schoo] children, 
and the action following upon it, form an 
important branch of public health work, and 
the placing of this service under the central 
health authority has facilitated the initiation 
and development of county health schemes. 

“ At the passing of the Act of 1925, with 
the exception of the Dublin County Borough, 
there was no whole-time Medical Cfficer 
of Health in the Irish Free State. It 
would be readily understood,” says the 
doctor, “that the proposal to establish a new 
service with whole-time officials was not re- 
ceived with enthusiasm. The magnitude of 
the problem and the vagueness of its develop- 
ments, as well as the adverse financial circum- 
stances that prevailed in many counties, 
acted as deterrents at the outset. The progress 
of preventive medicine depends in a great 
measure on the enlightenment and education 


of the people, and it was realised by the. 


central authority that before any material 
advance could be made in health reform, the 
public should be educated in the needs of the 
country. Moreover, it was foreseen that the 
success of the new system of public health 
administiation would depend, to a great 
cxtent, on the proficiency and energy of the 
persons appointed to fill the position of 
County Medical Officer of Health. A cam- 
paign was inaugurated ard steadily pursued 
through the medium of the Press and by 
Girect communication with local authorities, 
dealing with the question from every point of 
view, showing the sanitary defects and un. 
healthy conditions that existed, the import- 
ance of protecting the meat and milk supplies, 
and the pressing call for the correction and 
treatment of the defects of the school child. 

“The success of the educational campaign 
is shown to-day by the presence of fifteen 
whole-time County Medical Officers of Health 
in the Free State, bv the steady development 
of the county health schemes, the progress 
of school medical service in the four county 
boroughs and in many counties, the special 
efforts that are being m4&de in the eradication 
af endemic disease, and by the better super- 
vision of the food supplies. 

‘Public health reform has advanced 
rapidly in the Free State, perhaps more so 
than in any other country; yet the health 
schemes are laid on solid foundations, capable 
of expansion on definite and systematic lines. 
Recent developments in Dublin include the 
appointment of a whole-time medical ofi:er 
in charge of the maternity and « hild-welfare 
arrangements, and closer co-ordination with 
the great maternity hospitals of the city. A 
few years has seen a wonderful change in 
the public health organisation of Cork 
County Borough. One part-time offict:l has 
been replaced by three whole-time permene :% 
officials, 1.¢., a medical superintendent officer 
of health, an assistant and a school medical 
officer, with appropriate staffs. The school 
medical service is efficient and complete. 

“ Diphtheria immunisation schemes are in 
operation in Dublin and Cork, and the clinics 
are well attended. The veterinary staffs in 
Dublin, Cork and Limerick have been in- 
creased, and the supervision of the meat 
supplies is very thorough. In Waterford, 
also, arrangements are made for the examina.

AND EDUCATION.

NEW COUNTY ANTRIM 
SCHOOL OPENED. 

The Northern Ireland. Minister of Com- 
merce (the Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour, 
D.L.), opening a new school at Dunmurry, 
County Antrim, said that when children got 
at the end of the compulsory school age, 
they should be educated in the idea that 
manual labour, or physical labour, was just 
as honourable, and afforded just as much 
scope as clerical Jabour. Then, at the end 
of the compulsory period, scholars should 
begin to branch out, and those who were 
going to follow manual labour should go to 
the technical school. He was thoroughly in 
favour of the secondary education, and also 
the admirable instruction given in their tech- 
nical schools. While that school marked an 
immense advance on buildings provided in 
olden days, he did not think they should fail 
in temembering with gratitude what had 
been done for education by voluntary efiort 
in days gone by. 

Education was one of those instances in 
which the State and the individual came 
close together. The State was anxious on 
its part to have an intelligent, well-educated 
progressive people, who would be able, not 
only to support themselves, but also be able 
to contribute to the progress, well-being, and 
advancement of the Province as a whole. 
That was the interest of the State. 

THE SCHOOL AGE. 

Out of their population of 1.250,000, there 
were no fewer than 200,000 attending schools, 
which showed what large proportion of the 
population they were providing for when 
they were discussingAhe school age. 

Some time ago, there were 932 pupils 
between the ages of three and four years of 
age on the rolls of the schools; 17,095 
between the ages of four and six, and at the 
other extreme, 9,405 of fourteen years and 
over. Altogether, that meant there were 
over 27,000 pupils either under or over the 
school age of compulsory attendance. 

Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., M.P., Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Northern Ireland 
Ministry. of Education, said that the presence 
of children, either under or over school age, 
did not involve the exclusion of children in 
the compulsory school age. His view was 
that where there was space in a school it was 
right that children should start early. 

A WRONG TURNING. 

As to clerical and manual labour, his 
opinion was that the ideas of the youth of 
the present, or the immediate past genera- 
tion, had taken a wrong turning when they 
sought so much on concentrating in town, 
and working not at manual labour, but at 
clerical labour. . 

In his opinion a far greater majority would 
have been better employed in the country, in 
the fields, or in the workshops. doing manual 
labour rather than endeavouring to do the 
work of a clerk, or messenger, or other em- 
ployment of that sort.

A NEW BROADCASTING 
STATION 


- 


FOR FREE STATE 
LISTENERS. 


Steps are being taken for the erection 
of a central high-power broadcasting stat:on 
for the Irish Free State. The venue has 
not vet been definitely selected, but it will 
be situated towards the centre of the Free 
State, probably at Athione. 

A contract for the work has been given 
to the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Co., Ltd. 
through Marcom (Ireland), Ltd., and the 
necessary equipment is at present being 
manufactured. 

The station will be modelled on the lines 
of the British Broadcasting Corporation's 
regional stations, but it will be more power- 
ful than Daventry station, and will be one 
of the most powerful stations in Europe. 

The power of the station will be 60 kilo- 
watts, and if it does not place the whole 
of the Free State within the range of crystal 
sets the Government will be able, with a 
minimum of expense, to remedy the defect 
by increasing the power by nearly a hun- 
dred per cent. if necessary.
